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"No  Time  To  Wait" 


MODERATOR'S  ADDRESS 

In  the  good  providence  of  God  we  have 
been  privileged  to  live  and  serve  for  another 
year.  How  well  we  have  served  or  how 
greatly  we  have  failed  is  written,  and  God 
has  the  record.  One  thing  is  sure— we  are 
one  year  nearer  the  coming  again  of  our 
blessed  Lord,  and  we  have  one  year  less  in 
which  to  serve. 

What  do  I  most  want  to  say  to  The 
Brethren  Church?  The  Brethren  Church 
has  been  so  good  to  me  during  the  years 
since  I  began  my  public  ministry  in  1921. 
What  should  I  say?  Possibly  it  is  better  to 
ask  what  God  would  have  me  to  say.  Let 
it  be  something  that  will  glorify  Jesus 
Christ,  honor  His  Church,  and  challenge 
each  individual  member  of  a  Brethren 
church  to  make  known  the  wonderful 
grace  of  God. 

In  this  season  of  the  year  now  ap- 
proaching, we  will  hear  two  cries  on  the 
athletic  field.  One  is  "Hold  that  line,"  and 
the  other  is  "We  want  a  touchdown."  In 
very  great  similarity  there  are  challenges  in 
spiritual  things.  We  are  told  to  "Stand 
fast,  and  having  done  all  to  stand";  "We 
are  to  contend  earnestly  for  the  faith." 
This  is  holding  that  line.  On  the  other 
hand  we  are  to  go,  tell,  preach,  teach, 
testify,  witness,  be  instant  in  season  and 
out  of  season— get  the  message  across  that 
Jesus  saves,  and  saves  to  the  uttermost. 
Souls  saved  are  touchdowns  for  our  won- 
derful Lord  Jesus. 

First,  I  would  like  to  speak  something 
in  review  of  the  past  years.  In  preparing 
for  this  I  have  written  to  the  executive 
officers  of  various  national  Brethren  organi- 
zations. I  have  asked  for  100  words  or  less 
in  retrospect  and  prospect.  I  quote  from 
them.

Christian  Education-Forty-six  Brethren 
Sunday  schools  either  tied  their  all-time- 
high  attendance,  or  set  a  new  record  high 
for  the  year.  This  means  that  21  percent 
of  our  schools  attained  new  highs  for  the 
year.  Brethren  Student  Life  Volunteer 
program  has  been  reactivated  after  a  lapse 
of  many  years,  and  we  have  already  en- 
rolled fourteen  of  our  churches  actively 
participating  in  the  program.  With  special 
help  from  our  laymen's  groups  we  have 
seen  the  organization  of  new  Brigades  in 
fifteen  churches  this  year.  The  Brethren 
Training  Hour  Handbook  has  been  pub- 
lished and  is  being  used  by  a  number  of 
our  churches.  Our  TIME  program  (Train- 
ing in  Missionary  Endeavor)  continued  with 
real  blessing  to  a  number  of  our  foreign 
and  home  mission  fields  this  year.  Plans 
are  in  the  making  by  the  Christian  Edu- 
cation Department  for  all  these  programs 
for  the  future  to  meet  the  challenge  of  the 
decade  of  the  70's. 

Evangelism — We  of  the  Board  of  Evan- 
gelism are  grateful  once  again  this  year  for 
the  support  which  many  of  our  churches 
have  given  to  our  work.  The  total  church 
giving  for  this  past  year  has  been 
$18,319.67.  This  money  has  enabled  us  to 
conduct  twenty-six  crusade  meetings  and 
thirteen  soul-winning  conferences.  These 
meetings  have  resulted  in  709  public  deci- 
sions for  Jesus  Christ.  Where  crusade  meet- 
ings are  conducted,  there  is,  first,  a  need  to 
prepare  more  thoroughly  for  the  campaign, 
and  second,  our  Brethren  people  must  be 
shown  and  taught  personal  soul-winning. 

Foreign  Missions-Foreign  Missions 
praises  God  for  progress  in  its  seventieth 
year.  One  hundred  and  nineteen  mission- 
aries and  appointees  are  studying  languages, 


evangelizing,  planting  churches,  and  also 
helping  by  means  of  medicine,  literature, 
schools  and  radio.  Two  hundred  and  sixty- 
nine  national  pastors  minister  to  about 
70,000  baptized  believers,  with  actual  at- 
tendance about  twice  that  number.  Ger- 
many was  entered  in  July  1969.  Fourteen 
young  people  served  in  foreign  lands  last 
year  in  cooperation  with  the  TIME  pro- 
gram. Six  are  out  this  summer.  This  past 
year  the  Society  received  the  highest  offer- 
ing yet— $569,995.66.  Foreign  Missions 
is  trusting  the  Lord  for  an  increase  of 
$46,000  to  meet  this  year's  budget.  One 
hundred  and  fifty-four  Brethren  churches 
now  share  in  the  missionary  total  support 
program.  Twenty-one  missionaries  are  on 
furlough  and  five  new  missionaries  are  leav- 
ing shortly.  There  is  no  government  op- 
position on  any  field.  Expansion  is  limited 
only  by  our  ability  to  train,  equip  and  send 
out  workers. 

Grace  Schools-Grace  Schools  climaxed 
a  banner  year  this  last  spring  with  a  total 
of  135  graduates— 100  in  the  college  and. 
35  in  the  seminary.  It  witnessed  the  com- 
pletion, occupation,  and  dedication  of  a 
beautiful  new  library.  During  the  past  year 
in  a  surprise  development  Grace  Schools 
came  into  possession  of  the  Winona  Lake 
Christian  Assembly  facilities  and  operation. 
The  Winona  Bible  Conference  is  under  this 
direction  this  summer.  Applications  in 
both  college  and  seminary  promise  an  ex- 
panded student  body  this  coming  year. 
With  the  flood  of  worldliness,  unbelief  and 
turmoil  all  about  us  these  days,  Grace 
Schools  faces  a  tremendous  challenge  to  be 
true  to  its  covenant  and  faith. 

Herald  Company  Publications-Herald 
Company  challenges  came  in  clusters  this 
past  year.  Herald  Bookstore  at  Fullerton, 
California,  was  established  for  closer  fel- 
lowship and  service  to  Brethren  churches  in 
the  eleven  western  states.  The  printing 
plant  at  Winona  Lake  was  set  up  to  assist 
all  of  our  boards  in  getting  the  Gospel  out. 
Two  books  by  Brethren  authors  were  re- 
leased by  BMH  Books.  There  was  progress 
in  BMH's  joint  inter-board  mailing  program. 
Herald  subscriptions  increased.  The  big 
project  ahead  is  erecting  a  building  on  our 
Winona  Lake  property  to  house  expanding 
BMH  ministries. 


Home  Missions- Through  the  faithful 
work  of  our  home  missionaries  and  the 
blessing  of  God  four  new  churches  have 
come  into  existence.  We  rejoice  in  the  souls 
saved  and  the  other  victories  recorded  in 
our  forty-five  home-mission  points.  A  total 
of  $48,398.00  was  given  to  others  by  home- 
mission  churches.  Four  new  building  pro- 
grams are  under  way.  Requests  are  con- 
stantly coming  for  new  works  in  other 
areas.  God  has  granted  that  our  first  mis- 
sionaries to  Alaska,  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Herman 
Hein,  are  on  the  field  in  Kenai.  We  trust 
that  every  Brethren  Minute-Man  will  share 
in  the  support  of  these  servants  of  God.  It 
is  hardly  conceivable,  in  the  light  of  the 
apparent  monetary  affluency,  that  home- 
mission  giving  would  be  slightly  decreased, 
but  we  trust  that  the  1969-'70  home- 
mission  offering  will  be  sufficient  for  the 
projected  program  and  budget. 

Women's  work-The  WMC  has  a  twofold 
purpose:  to  deepen  the  spiritual  life  of  the 
women  by  Bible  study  and  prayer,  and  to 
promote  the  cause  of  home  and  foreign 
missionary  work.  Provision  is  made  for 
this  through  four  major  offering  periods. 
Two  other  opportunities  are  presented  for 
giving:  one  through  the  penny-a-day  syna- 
gogue banks  for  Jewish  outreach  and  the 
other  through  the  Birthday  Missionary  of- 
fering, thereby  supplying  $1,000  each  to 
honor  five  of  our  missionary  ladies  during 
this  past  year.  The  1969-'70  theme  is, 
"The  Master  is  come,  and  calleth  for  thee" 
(John  11:28). 

Girls'  work-The  SMM  gave  $  1 ,000  each 
to  the  Taos  guest  house  addition,  Christian 
Education,  and  Operation  SMM.  $1,350 
was  given  toward  the  higher  education  of 
three  missionary  children.  Reports  show 
2,083  SMM  members,  in  238  groups,  in 
1 5  districts.  Twelve  new  Sisterhood  groups 
were  organized  as  one  new  district— the 
Florida  District.  Many  girls  memorized 
a  book  of  the  Bible,  read  either  the  Old  or 
New  Testament  or  both.  Materials  for 
training  purposes  have  been  updated,  but 
printing  costs,  mailing,  and  so  forth,  have 
risen  until  it  is  almost  beyond  the  support 
of  SMM  girls. 

Laymen's  work-The  National  Fellow- 
ship of  Brethren  Laymen  praises  God  for 
the  progress  that  has  been  made  in  estab- 


lishing  a  boys'  work  within  the  Fellowship. 
In  the  year  1969  fifteen  new  works  were 
started  with  twelve  others  in  the  process. 
Pray  for  the  laymen  as  they  progress  in  the 
field  and  go  on  to  other  areas  of  service. 
Within  the  Fellowship  there  is  a  vast  source 
of  unused  potential.  Let  us  ignite  the  fire 
and  burn  some  of  this  unused  fuel  to  the 
glory  of  the  Lord.  Based  on  2  Timothy 
2:2,  the  National  Fellowship  of  Brethren 
Laymen  stands  ready  to  serve  the  Lord 
through  the  Fellowship  as  faithful  men. 

The  Board  of  Ministerial  Emergency  and 
Retirement  Benefits,  authorized  in  1947, 
has  made  a  goodly  number  happier  during 
the  sunset  years  of  life.  At  present  fifteen 
monthly  checks  go  to  ministers  and  six  to 
the  widows  of  ministers,  with  four  more 
elders  eligible  in  1970.  An  evidence  of  the 
Lord's  blessing  is  the  fact  that  $50,000  is 
now  on  deposit  in  reserve  funds  to  help 
with  ever-increasing  demands.  This  agency 
also  makes  available  group  life  insurance  for 
ministers.  The  agency  deserves  the  support 
of  all,  which  it  desperately  needs  if  it  is  to 
fulfill  the  ministry  for  which  it  was 
organized. 

National  Ministerium-There  is  praise  to 
God  for  the  unity  within  our  ranks  as  to 
message  and  purpose.  As  individual  minis- 
ters there  has  been  excellent  cooperation 
with  the  committee  on  the  Message  of  the 
Brethren  Ministry.  Our  congregations  are 
not  growing  as  they  should  in  light  of  the 
power-packed  messages  presented.  We  need 
to  accelerate  and  intensify  our  teaching  in 
the  local  church.  Too  many  are  remaining 
as  immature  Christians,  lacking  in  mission- 
ary vision.  There  is  need  to  better  relate 
our  message  to  meet  the  needs  of  modern 
man.  There  is  quite  a  breakdown  in  com- 
munications, and  we  seem  powerless  to  cor- 
rect the  situation.  The  need  for  recruits  for 
the  Christian  ministry  remains  very  great. 
In  addition  to  this  report  your  moderator 
observes  that  in  almost  any  point  in  time 
in  recent  years,  twenty  to  forty  of  our 
Brethren  churches  have  been  without  pas- 
tors. Christian  Day  Schools  are  crying  for 
trained  leaders.  Two  to  three  dozen  more 
couples  are  urgently  needed  in  Brethren 
Foreign  Missions.  The  Home  Mission  pro- 
gram is  hindered  by  lack  of  available  pas- 
tors. 


Later  in  this  address  we  will  comment 
on  the  condition  of  our  churches,  some 
gaining,  some  losing.  In  almost  every  case 
the  losing  is  during  a  time  when  the  local 
church  is  without  a  pastor.  We  are  having 
such  short  pastorates,  and  so  many  changes. 
I  am  pleading  for  long  pastorates.  Some  of 
my  friends  believe  the  Christian  ministry  is 
being  degraded  in  the  eyes  of  our  young 
people,  that  congregations  do  not  respect 
the  pastor  as  they  should.  Others  believe 
young  ministers  are  greedy,  and  go  to  the 
place  and  type  of  work  that  will  pay  the 
most  money.  Some  say  pastors  are  dicta- 
torial and  seem  to  want  to  run  the  church. 
Of  course,  we  all  know  it  is  the  pastor  who 
will  be  blamed  should  a  church  or  program 
fail.  I  have  seen  many  instances  in  which 
pastors  have  been  considered  as  servants 
of  the  church  to  be  dominated  and  directed 
by  boards  and  committees,  rather  than  as 
elders  to  be  respected  and  followed.  I 
don't  know  the  cause,  but  I  do  see  the 
urgent  need.  Young  people  do  volunteer 
for  VISTA  and  similar  types  of  humani- 
tarian work,  and  that  is  fine.  But  in  doing 
so  all  they  are  offered  is  hardship,  sickness, 
danger,  and  fifty  dollars  per  month.  If 
youth  will  respond  for  VISTA,  our  Brethren 
young  people  will  respond  for  needed 
Christian  service.  Let's  continue  to  plead 
and  pray. 

No  Time  To  Wait-The  executive  com- 
mittee for  this  national  conference  recom- 
mended a  theme  of  "NO  TIME  TO  WAIT." 
Your  moderator's  address,  and  many  of  the 
messages  of  this  conference  will  issue  this 
immediate  and  urgent  challenge. 

First,  may  I  say,  there  is  time  to  wait- 
Frequently  in  the  Psalms,  for  illustration 
Psalm  27:14,  we  are  told  to  "Wait  on  the 
Lord.  .  .  ."  In  my  Hebrew  class  some  35 
years  ago,  Dr.  Hamme  of  the  Central  Re- 
formed Seminary  of  Dayton,  Ohio,  told  us 
that  the  literal  Hebrew  in  this  instance  is  a 
surveyor's  term,  and  means  to  "tie  in  with 
the  cornerstone."  Jesus  Christ  is  our  chief 
cornerstone.  How  fitting  in  our  day!— when 
people  are  paying  little  heed  to  their  moor- 
ings, very  little  concern  for  the  old  land- 
marks, very  little  surveying  to  get  our 
bearings.  This  is  a  time  when  we  could  all 
"Wait  on  the  Lord— Tie  in  with  the  corner- 
stone." 


Again,  there  is  time  to  waz"r-"Wait  for 
his  Son  from  heaven  (I  Thess.  1:10).  For 
long  it  has  been  said,  "the  coming  of  the 
Lord  draweth  nigh"  (James  5:8).  Never 
could  it  have  had  a  more  intense  meaning 
than  today.  The  great  minds  of  the  world 
are  looking  for  the  destruction  of  the  earth 
and  all  that  is  associated  with  it  in  a  great 
nuclear  blast.  Whatever  may  be  in  store  for 
the  lost  and  godless  world,  there  is  some- 
thing very  precious  ahead  for  the  child  of 
God— God's  Son  from  heaven.  To  wait,  as 
it  is  mentioned  here,  is  not  the  "wait"  of 
indolence.  As  we  wait  let  us  tell  the  largest 
possible  number  of  people  about  Jesus 
Christ,  persuade  men  and  women,  boys  and 
girls  everywhere,  to  believe  on  Jesus  Christ, 
and  trust  Him  as  personal  Saviour.  While 
we  wait,  let  us  work,  and  watch,  witness 
and  warn,  wear  and  withstand— and  having 
done  all— let  us  stand. 

No  Time  To  Wait-There  is  no  time  to 
wait  in  our  youth  situations.  Terrible  things 
are  to  be  expected  from  unregenerate,  un- 
saved youth.  But  the  thing  that  appalls  me 
is  that  those  of  our  Christian  young  people 
and  our  Christian  parents  are  being  so 
seriously  affected.  Most  of  the  riots  are  led 
by  young  people.  I  have  been  thrilled  a 
number  of  times  with  the  very  fine  groups 
of  young  people  in  missionary  conferences. 
Many,  many  of  our  Brethren  young  people 
are  standing  firmly  for  the  things  of  the 
Lord.  But  I  have  been  challenged  by  the 
fact  that  we  have  had  other  conferences 
in  which  scarcely  a  young  person  was  pres- 
ent. Just  now  some  startling  things  are 
being  said  about  our  being  in  a  young 
people's  world.  These  figures  are  being 
quoted  from  different  sources  (some  Chris- 
tian and  some  non-Christian).  Within  five 
years  50  percent  of  the  population  of  the 
United  States  will  be  under  20  years  of 
age,  and  at  that  same  time  75  percent  of 
our  population  will  be  under  40  years  of 
age.  How  is  your  local  congregation  meas- 
uring up  to  this  challenge?  Unless  50  per- 
cent of  your  congregation  is,  or  soon  will 
be,  under  21  years  of  age,  and  75  percent 
under  40  years  of  age,  it  is  out  of  step  with 
our  generation.  It  is  in  no  way  ready  to 
meet  the  challenges  facing  us. 

No  Time  To  Wait-There  is  also  urgency 
in  relation  to  the  riots,  the  crimes,  the 


strikes,  and  the  bloodshed.  Accounts  are 
filling  our  daily  papers.  Even  for  self- 
preservation,  for  our  persons  and  for  our 
homes,  if  there  is  to  be  any  degree  of  safety 
in  the  years  ahead,  something  must  be  done 
now— there  is  no  time  to  wait.  I  am  so 
amazed  that  these  very  sad  situations  are 
invading  our  Christian  families,  and  so- 
called  believers— I  feel  sincere  believers— are 
being  caught  up  in  this  net  of  violence. 
Not  only  adults  and  young  people,  but 
small  children  are  being  caught.  Let  me 
tell  you  the  story  of  a  fourth  grader.  Mrs. 
Barnard  and  I  had  a  little  girl  ride  in  our 
car  with  us  one  day.  She  was  a  fourth 
grader,  a  very  fine-mannered  little  girl,  and 
one  who  seemed  to  be  almost  perfectly 
adjusted  in  a  Christian  home.  But  we  had 
hardly  started  from  the  home  when  she 
began  to  talk  about  the  riot  in  her  school, 
one  in  which  she  seemed  to  have  been  a 
leader.  The  school  principal  had  taken 
away  some  privilege,  and  the  children  were 
very  unhappy.  They  had  gone  on  strike. 
She  said  the  older  boys  (the  sixth  graders) 
carried  banners,  and  the  smaller  girls  just 
screamed  and  yelled.  She  said  that  unless 
the  privilege  was  restored  they  would  keep 
on  striking  and  screaming  and  yelling  until 
they  got  their  way.  The  ringleader,  ap- 
parently, was  a  sixth-grade  dropout.  But 
she  said,  "He  is  a  good  riot  leader,  and  we 
will  get  our  way."  She  continued:  "The 
principal  must  leave  the  school;  he  must  go, 
but  the  teachers  may  remain  if  they  do  just 
what  the  children  want."  Mrs.  Barnard 
asked,  "Do  you  think  you  are  old  enough 
to  know  how  to  run  the  school?"  "Oh, 
yes,"  she  said,  "and  especially  with  the  help 
of  the  sixth  graders,  we  will  get  what  we 
want."  I  am  terrified,  especially  when  our 
little  children  are  so  affected. 

No.  Time  To  Wait-lf  we  are  to  have  any 
better  race  relations  than  we  have  at  the 
present  time,  there  is  urgency.  At  the 
present  time  these  relationships  between 
some  majority  and  minority  groups  are  less 
than  cordial.  Perhaps  we  of  the  majority 
race  units  are  to  blame,  but  not  exclusively 
so.  It  is  not  now  a  question  of  affixing 
guilt,  it  is  a  question  of  finding  a  way  out. 
With  schools  being  taken  over,  factories 
controlled  or  closed,  recreational  parks 
made  unsafe,  and  in  recent  weeks  churches 


being  molested,  we  are  indeed  in  most 
serious  times.  Not  one  person  in  this 
national  conference  can  feel  free  from  the 
danger  that  his  own  home  will  be  molested, 
his  church  hindered,  or  his  business  de- 
stroyed in  the  immediate  future.  I  fear 
we  have  done  too  little  and  too  late. 

Mr.  James  Forman  and  his  associates  in 
the  Black  Nationalist  Movement  meeting 
in  Detroit  at  the  end  of  April  issued  what 
is  called  "THE  BLACK  MANIFESTO."  It 
is  a  demand  for  reparations  from  white 
Christian  churches  and  Jewish  synagogues 
for  $500,000,000,  and  later  increased  to 
three  billion  dollars.  The  original  demand 
amounted  to  $15.00  for  each  black  citizen, 
said  to  be  due  them  in  that  they  claim  to 
have  been  exploited,  degraded,  brutalized, 
persecuted,  and  killed.  Mr.  Forman  in  the 
Manifesto  says  that  pressure  by  whatever 
means  necessary  should  be  applied  to  the 
white  power  structure,  and  that  if  these 
white  Christians  and  Jews  are  not  willing 
to  meet  the  demands  through  peace  and 
goodwill,  they  will  declare  war  and  are  pre- 
pared to  fight  by  whatever  means  necessary. 
It  is  entirely  within  the  realm  of  possibility 
that  your  local  church  will  be  visited  by 
guests  presenting  these  demands  personally. 
It  is  entirely  possible  that  we  may  have  a 
visit  from  such  guests  during  this  confer- 
ence. There  is  a  standing  committee  of 
this  conference  that  may  report  on  this  and 
other  related  matters.  This  conference 
should  study  this  matter  most  prayerfully 
and  carefully,  and  offer  some  guidance  to 
our  pastors  and  churches. 

No  Time  To  Wait!- Utter  godlessness  is 
all  about  us.  If  we  are  in  any  way  to  meet 
this  situation,  there  is  no  time  to  wait.  A 
recent  survey  by  an  area  TV  station  re- 
vealed that  80  to  85  percent  of  those  re- 
sponding believed  the  church  had  lost  its 
effectiveness.  And  this  is  in  a  so-called 
church-influenced  community.  Granted 
that  this  local  situation,  with  only  a  small 
survey,  may  not  be  conclusive;  at  least  it  is 
alarming! 

No  Time  To  War/f/— With  worldliness, 
greed,  dishonesty  and  sex  on  rampage— 
what  do  we  conclude?  Recently  a  certain 
TV  program  was  taken  off  the  air,  reported- 
ly because  it  was  so  horribly  filthy  and 
immoral.   Situations  have  become  so  bad 


that  honorable  unregenerate  people  cannot 
keep  quiet.  When  this  happens,  it's  bad! 

No  Time  To  KtezY/-When  the  illicit  drug 
and  narcotic  situations  are  so  hopelessly 
out  of  hand,  we  must  do  something. 
Through  the  local  daily  paper,  recent  reve- 
lations concerning  our  Warsaw  schools,  and 
of  the  surrounding  communities,  speak  of 
things  none  of  us  could  have  been  en- 
couraged to  believe.  Of  course  this  com- 
munity has  marijuana  growing  wild.  It  was 
once  a  cultivated  crop  for  another  purpose. 
At  least  there  seems  to  be  an  aroused 
populace.  Recently  there  was  a  meeting  in 
which  some  700  were  expected— over  1 ,700 
came!  I  suppose  before  pointing  a  finger 
at  our  community,  it  might  be  well  to  study 
your  own.  You  probably  have  situations 
similarly  bad. 

No  Time  To  Wait! -In  the  light  of  the 
listlessness,  slothfulness,  and  indifference 
of  so-called  evangelical  believers  and 
churches,  there  is  urgency.  The  Word  of 
God  has  something  to  say  in  each  of  these 
situations,  and  we  should  be  the  instru- 
ments to  say  it.  The  organized  church 
seems  frequently  to  be  asleep  in  the  crisis, 
but  the  devil  is  never  asleep.  In  the  work 
of  the  local  church  and  congregation  we  are 
told  that  10  to  20  percent  of  the  members 
do  80  to  90  percent  of  the  work,  and  the 
remaining  80  to  90  percent  are  willing  that 
they  shall  do  it.  In  the  more  critically 
urgent  areas  facing  us  today,  the  percentage 
is  probably  far  more  discouraging.  It  is 
high  time  to  sharpen  our  testimony,  and  to 
speak  forth  what  God  has  to  say  in  our 
present  world. 

Spiritual  State-In  our  national  organi- 
zation there  is  a  committee  called  "Com- 
mittee on  Spiritual  State."  It  seems  also  to 
have  been  called  "Committee  on  the  Chris- 
tian Ministry."  It  is  composed  of  the 
moderators  of  the  various  districts,  with  the 
moderator  of  the  national  conference  as 
chairman.  Duties  outlined  in  the  constitu- 
tion are:  "to  study  the  general  state  of  the 
denomination;  its  needs  and  its  prospects; 
.  .  .  and  to  transmit  through  the  moderator, 
an  address  or  message  to  the  conference." 
Other  duties  mentioned  seem  in  recent 
years  to  have  been  done  by  other  com- 
mittees, but  one  thing  remains— to  study 
and  evaluate  as  to  the  spiritual  state  of 
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our  districts.  I  have  written  to  all  these 
moderators,  and  have  received  answers  from 
some  of  them.  I  shall  quote  from  their 
reports. 

One  moderator  says:  "I  think  that  our 
people  know  what  to  do  but  I  don't  know 
how  to  get  more  of  them  involved.  Interest 
in  our  work  is  a  necessity  and  especially  in 
these  days."  His  moderator's  address  was 
to  the  very  challenging  title,  "A  Purifying 
Hope  in  a  Troubled  World."  He  proclaims 
this  hope  as  in  Jesus  Christ. 

Another  says:  "The  spiritual  state,  as  I 
see  it  district-wise,  is  tremendous  as  we 
view  the  fact  that  this  is  a  'missions'  dis- 
trict, four  of  the  seven  churches  being  aided 
financially  by  the  Home  Missions  Council. 
We  are  ONE  in  the  task  before  us.  We  are 
growing  stronger  in  our  Men's  Fellowship, 
WMC,  and  youth  work."  Then  he  men- 
tions three  new  district  mission  projects, 
and  these  are  in  very  opportune  cities. 

Another  asserts  that  the  spiritual  con- 
dition of  the  churches  is  as  good  as  he  has 
ever  known  it ;  that  the  pastors  and  churches 
are  working  together  well  with  no  major 
problems.  He  mentions  a  number  of  items 
of  congregational  growth,  and  ways  in 
which  the  churches  of  the  district  have  been 
able  to  help  each  other.  His  is  a  large  dis- 
trict with  some  8  million  people,  with  37 
cities  with  population  of  25,000  or  more. 
There  is  a  great  unfinished  task,  but  the 
churches  are  very  few! 

Another  sees  so  much  of  sin  and  aposta- 
sy, and  feels  the  attitude  of  believers  must 
be  changed.  He  mentions  three  areas  of 
necessary  activity.  These  are:  Repentance, 
that  there  shall  be  a  greater  interest  in  God 
and  His  work;  Reassessment,  of  our  oppor- 
tunities, blessings,  responsibilities,  and  ob- 
jectives; Rededication,  by  spiritual  com- 
mitment, determination,  and  enthusiasm. 
There  is  no  time  to  wait  for  repentance 
from  our  sins,  reassessment  of  our  task, 
and  rededication  to  the  Lord. 

Another  sees  three  spirits  in  the  world 
in  contrast  to  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  with 
ministries  opposing  His.  These  are:  the 
spirit  of  lawlessness  in  the  world;  the  spirit 
of  conformity  in  the  church;  and  the 
spirit  of  pharisaism  amongst  believers.  He 
says  in  summation:  "The  only  remedy  for 
the  ills  of  the  modern-day  church  is  the 


transformation  of  the  individual  life. 
Brethren  people— Christian  people— need  to 
see  Christ  in  His  loveliness  and  understand 
the  value  of  being  'conformed  to  His 
image.'  " 

Another  writes:  "First  of  all,  there  is  a 
great  need  of  evaluation  and  discussion  on 
the  relationship  of  the  pastor  and  his  peo- 
ple. Many  pastors  are  discouraged  and  de- 
feated and  are  not  happy  at  all  with  their 
relationship  with  their  people.  Also  in  our 
churches  there  is  a  spirit  of  divisiveness 
that  is  not  good  and  healthy  to  growth. 
Second,  I  discovered  they  desired  know- 
how  and  emphasis  in  the  fields  of  evan- 
gelism and  visitation.  The  pastors  are  con- 
cerned that  there  is  such  little  concern 
among  the  people  for  soul-winning.  One 
thing  that  showed  up  frequently  in  the  pas- 
tors' surveys  was  a  great  concern  over  the 
fact  that  when  new  people  are  won  to  the 
Lord,  they  feel  left  out  because  the  'old 
Brethren'  consider  it  to  be  their  church  and 
have  a  hesitancy  to  see  new  folk  move  in 
and  'take  over.'  The  comments  of  the  pas- 
tors would  indicate  that  we  are  entirely 
too  much  program-centered  in  our 
churches,  and  are  relying  upon  things  we 
have  done  in  the  past.  We  have  failed  to 
adapt  to  the  world  in  which  we  live,  and 
to  concentrate  on  the  things  that  really 
count." 

Another  concludes  that  we  are  in  a 
world  of  self-sufficiency  resulting  in  re- 
bellion and  willfulness,  that  this  is  especially 
evident  in  many  of  the  youth  of  the  day. 
The  result  is  genuine  confusion;  that  the 
spirit  of  our  day  seems  to  be  truce  and  not 
victory.  He  concludes  with  an  excellent 
appeal,  saying:  "Since  our  sufficiency  is  of 
God,  let  us  therefore  endeavor  to  reach 
our  youth  with  the  truth.  Let  us  pray  for 
an  army  of  youth  dedicated  to  the  task  of 
saving  brands  from  the  burning  and  not 
asking,  'What's  the  pension  plan'  before 
they  read  the  first  line  of  the  application." 

I  want  to  say  that  I  believe  in  the  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ.  I  believe  it  is  the  arm  of 
God  for  doing  His  work  in  the  world.  The 
church  may  have  in  some  instances  failed, 
but  it  will  not  be  supplanted  by  any  other 
agency  during  this  church  age.  Many  who 
have  lost  confidence  in  "The  Establish- 
ment" of  the  church,  possibly  even  amongst 


evangelical  believers,  are  attempting  to  by- 
pass the  church  to  get  the  job  done. 

Recently  certain  nationally-known  agen- 
cies which  have  been  used  mightily  in  dis- 
pensing the  message  of  the  Gospel,  have 
turned  aside  to  small  so-called  "cells"  or 
small  groups  in  homes  as  a  substitute  for 
the  regular  ministries  through  the  church. 
They  seem  to  feel  the  church  has  failed, 
and  they  have  been  called  for  such  a  time 
as  this  to  preserve  the  proclamation  of  the 
Gospel.  I  admire  the  desire  of  these  people 
to  preserve  the  proclamation  of  the  Gospel, 
but  I  feel  they  are  dead  wrong.  Any  effort 
for  the  cause  of  Jesus  Christ  in  this  age,  by- 
passing the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ,  is  in  my 
judgment  doomed  to  failure.  Now,  I  am 
not  speaking  of  those  interdenominational 
agencies  serving  today  and  seeking  to  chan- 
nel their  product  to  and  through  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ.  I  am  speaking  of 
those  that  are  said  to  exist  whose  purpose 
is  to  bypass  the  church. 

Don't  wait-but  go,  tell,  watch,  work, 
pray,  witness,  testify  of  the  Gospel,  and 
of  the  grace  of  God.  How  urgently,  even 
violently,  are  we  doing  this?  Near  my 
home  as  a  boy,  there  was  an  old  mill  race, 
a  canal  that  brought  water  to  operate  an 
old  mill,  and  across  this  small  canal  was  a 
very  narrow  bridge.  It  was  in  the  days 
when  lights  were  very  poor  on  automobiles. 
One  night  I  was  awakened  from  sleep  by  a 
terrible  crash,  and  immediately  thereafter 
muffled  cries  for  help.  In  about  the  time 
it  takes  to  tell  it  I  was  up,  dressed,  and  at 
the  scene,  less  than  one  hundred  feet  from 
my  bedroom  window.  The  car  was  upside 
down,  each  end  of  the  car  on  a  side  of  the 
canal  bed.  A  young  man  and  a  young  lady 
were  pinned  under  the  car,  and  the  motor 
was  still  running.  Gasoline  was  dripping 
into  the  man's  face.  He  had  a  lighted 
cigarette  in  his  mouth.  The  lady  had  a 
broken  arm  with  the  bone  protruding 
through  the  flesh.  I  tried  to  move  the  car; 
it  was  too  heavy.  There  was  no  telephone 
near,  so  I  began  to  scream  for  help.  I 
screamed  and  screamed.  People  heard  me 
a  mile  away.  Soon  there  were  sufficient 
people  to  lift  the  car  and  release  the  in- 
jured people.  .  .  .  There  was  urgency. 
People's  lives  were  at  stake.  If  we  spend 
such  energy  for  broken  bodies,  what  should 


we  be  willing  to  do  for  sin-sick,  lost,  con- 
demned souls? 

There  is  no  time  to  wait  for  The  Breth- 
ren Church  to  measure  up  to  her  oppor- 
tunities. It  is  time  now  that  she  shall  do 
some  screaming  and  yelling  of  the  gospel 
message. 

No  Time  To  Wait-Now  is  the  word  ex- 
pressing the  time  element  in  the  New  Testa- 
ment. It  is  the  time  element  for  the  church, 
for  The  Brethren  Church.  For  guidance  in 
our  thinking,  we  want  to  call  in  expert 
counsel.  We  are  calling  in  Paul,  the  Great 
Apostle.  He  is  an  authority.  Let  us  study 
what  he  has  to  say  and  what  he  demon- 
strated in  his  ministry. 

Multitudes  Were  Saved.  In  the  Book  of 
Acts  there  is  mention  of  5,000  converts 
once  and  again.  It  speaks  of  the  believers 
as  a  multitude,  then  multitudes.  In  one 
place  mention  is  made  that  almost  the 
whole  city  came  out  to  hear  the  Gospel. 
There  is  declaration  that  the  Word  of  God 
grew  and  multiplied.  Mightily  grew  the 
Word  of  God  and  prevailed.  The  Word  of 
God  increased  greatly. 

Very  interesting  things  are  said  of  the 
believers  and  the  churches.  There  are 
several  mentions  that  believers  were  added 
—to  the  Lord  and  to  the  church;  also  that 
churches  were  added.  But  there  is  more  in 
God's  arithmetic.  The  Bible  says  the  be- 
lievers multiplied,  and  then  it  even  says 
that  the  churches  multiplied.  Churches 
were  established,  and  increased  in  number 
daily. 

We  want  to  rejoice  in  the  gains  that  have 
been  made  in  recent  years.  In  1966  our 
total  trine-immersed  membership  was 
29,563,  a  gain  of  356  over  the  year  before. 
This  was  a  gain  of  about  one  and  one-half 
percent.  In  1967  the  membership  reached 
30,650,  a  gain  of  1,087,  and  in  1968  the 
membership  reached  31,727,  a  gain  of 
1,077.  In  these  last  two  years  the  gain  was 
four  plus  per  church  per  year.  In  Sunday 
school  the  pattern  was  much  the  same.  In 
1967  the  total  attendance  was  29,653,  a 
gain  of  939,  while  in  1968  it  reached 
29,982,  a  gain  of  329;  or  a  gain  of  about 
one  and  one-half  per  church.  We  thank 
God  for  the  gains,  especially  when  quite  a 
few  denominations  are  reporting  losses. 
But  our  gains  are  so  small  compared  with 
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those  of  the  Early  Church. 

The  following  is  a  survey  of  our  Breth- 
ren churches,  using  information  from  Breth- 
ren Annuals,  from  Sunday-school  reports, 
and  from  my  personal  knowledge  of  Breth- 
ren churches,  extending  over  quite  a  num- 
ber of  years. 

The  report  is  factual,  and  should  chal- 
lenge each  of  us.  It  is  on  the  basis  of  233 
churches.  Twenty-seven  percent  are  making 
commendable  gains.  Forty-eight  percent 
are  just  holding  their  own,  few  gains,  few 
losses-totals  have  been  much  the  same 
through  the  years.  Nineteen  percent  are 
slowly  losing  out,  and  have  been  in  this 
condition  for  a  number  of  years.  Four 
percent  are  in  such  a  distressing  condition 
that  it  seems  they  cannot  continue  for  long 
unless  there  is  an  outstanding  enablement 
from  the  Lord.  Two  percent  have  closed  in 
recent  years.  Should  any  of  you  not  be  of 
a  mind  to  accept  these  conclusions,  I  chal- 
lenge you  to  study  the  situation  carefully 
from  every  viewpoint,  and  come  up  with 
your  own  conclusions. 

One  thing  is  very  sure,  with  only  27  per- 
cent making  notable  gains,  we  will  not  in- 
crease, expand,  add,  and  multiply  as  the 
Early  Church  did.  But,  I  am  not  dis- 
couraged. We  worship  an  enabling  God. 
He  is  alive!  We  are  alive,  and  still  here  on 
earth!  There  is  yet  opportunity.  Much 
can  be  done.  So  far  as  the  church  is  con- 
cerned, my  confidence  is  in  the  48  percent 
that  are  holding  their  own,  and  have  been 
for  a  number  of  years.  If  those  members  in 
these  churches  can  be  fired  with  the  Early- 
Church  type  of  zeal,  and  if  they  will  step 
out  for  God,  it  is  not  too  late.  The  48 
percent  and  the  27  percent  would  give  us  a 
phalanx  of  75  percent  of  our  churches  on 
fire  for  God.  This  75  percent  will  then  in- 
spire and  challenge  many  in  the  remaining 
25  percent.  With  the  multitudes  who  will 
follow  in  their  train,  we  can  evangelize  and 
win  and  teach  and  establish  millions  of  be- 
lievers in  an  unbelievably  short  time.  But 
until  there  is  a  fiery  passion  for  the  lost,  a 
rededication  to  the  presentation  of  the  Gos- 
pel, and  an  empowering  from  the  Holy 
Spirit,  those  coveted  results  will  not  come. 
Occasionally  it  has  been  said  that  there  is 
too  much  evangelism  in  the  church.  People 
say  they  are  tired  of  it.    Now  I  realize 


there  should  be  a  balanced  message  of 
evangelism  and  of  feeding  spiritual  food. 
But  woe  be  to  The  Brethren  Church  if  any 
of  us  ever  stifle  the  work  of  reaching  men 
and  women  for  Jesus  Christ.  There  is  far 
more  danger  of  having  too  little  than  too 
much. 

Whether  the  Great  Apostle  spent  a  few 
days,  a  few  weeks,  a  few  months,  or  in  two 
or  three  cases  a  few  years,  churches  were 
established;  and  the  indication  in  Acts 
14:21  ff  is  that  these  churches  were  fully 
functioning  churches  when  he  left  them. 
Results  were  amazing!  How  shall  the  appli- 
cation be  made?  In  our  Brethren  work  in 
foreign  lands,  we  have  served  for  twenty, 
fifty,  even  sixty  years  and  the  end  is  not  in 
sight.  In  our  home  work  it  has  been  five, 
ten-yes,  even  twenty-five  years  or  more, 
and  even  then  some  are  not  fully  estab- 
lished and  functioning.  Were  the  cities 
more  approachable  in  Paul's  day?  Were 
people  just  waiting  for  him  to  proclaim  the 
Gospel  so  they  could  accept?  Were  govern- 
ments all  favorably  inclined,  always  friend- 
ly and  hospitable?  Were  those  of  other 
faiths  just  waiting  and,  when  they  heard, 
ready  to  say:  "You're  right,  Paul.  We  are 
wrong.  We'll  take  your  Jesus  now."  The 
New  Testament  answers  these  questions. 
Just  to  read  of  all  of  Paul's  sufferings,  when 
he  recounts  them  in  his  enforced  boasting 
in  2  Corinthians  11:21  ff,  is  sufficient. 

Let  us  study  the  New  Testament  pattern. 
I  find  a  pair  of  words  frequently  repeated 
in  the  Book  of  Acts.  Sometimes  there  is 
slight  variation,  but  the  thought  is  always 
the  same.  Those  words  are:  departed,  came; 
departed, came;  departed, came.  The  whole 
tone  of  the  New  Testament  pattern  is  an  il- 
lustration of  urgency.  I  am  amazed  at  the 
very  short  time  the  Great  Apostle  spent  at 
any  one  place.  In  giving  the  account  of  the 
progress  of  his  ministry  there  are  such 
words  as:  one  day,  the  next  day,  the  follow- 
ing day,  after  three  days,  tarried  seven  days, 
the  next  Sabbath,  three  Sabbath  days, 
abode  three  months,  after  three  months,  a 
year  and  six  months,  continued  by  a  space 
of  two  years,  dwelt  two  whole  years.  I  be- 
lieve the  longest  period  mentioned  that  the 
Great  Apostle  ever  spent  in  one  place  was  a 
space  of  three  years  and  six  months.  The 
combination  of  success  for  him,  of  course 
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with  the  blessing  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  was 
an  urgent  gospel  message,  wide  distribu- 
tion of  the  Word  of  God,  and  a  life  of  in- 
sistent and  urgent  activity,  that  never  per- 
mitted his  work  to  keep  him  at  one  place 
for  any  length  of  time. 

The  most  effective  witness  of  the  church 
was  during  the  first  two  centuries.  Then 
spiritual  blight  began  to  come  over  the 
church,  first  with  the  Dark  Ages,  then  the 
Middle  Ages  when  the  reformers  did  a  very 
outstanding  work  for  God  in  spite  of  the 
blight.  Through  the  twentieth  century  the 
blight  has  continued,  and  in  the  last  half  of 
it  has  greatly  increased.  We  have  been  told 
that  God  is  dead,  that  the  church  has  lost 
its  effect  on  the  world.  We  find  ourselves 
with  too  little  so  far  as  dedicated  believers 
are  concerned,  and  too  late  so  far  as  the 
outreach  to  the  godless  world  is  concerned. 
There  are  three  sets  of  figures  I  have  heard 
in  recent  years.  I  shall  quote  them,  and 
will  suggest  that  you  use  your  judgment  as 
to  the  correct  ones.  The  first  is  that  out  of 
every  twenty  people  born  in  the  world, 
only  one  is  ever  born  again.  The  second 
is  that  out  of  every  forty  people  born  in  the 
world,  only  one  is  ever  born  again.  And  the 
third  is  that  out  of  every  one  hundred 
people  born  in  the  world,  only  one  is  ever 
born  again.  Truly,  there  is  too  little  and 
too  late  in  our  effective  witness  to  the  lost 
world. 

World  population  speaks  to  us  in  relation 
to  the  urgency  of  the  gospel  message.  It 
was  in  July  1962  that  we  passed  the  three 
billion  mark  in  world  population.  We  had 
been  told  that  we  would  pass  the  six  billion 
mark  by  2000  A.D.  Just  recently  these 
figures  have  been  revised,  and  we  are  now 
told  that  we  will  pass  the  seven  and  one-half 
billion  mark  by  2000  A.D.  World  popula- 
tion is  increasing  at  the  unbelievable  rate 
of  190,000  per  day.  We  are  in  no  way 
meeting  the  challenge  of  this  population  ex- 


plosion. Are  we  witnessing?  How  much 
are  we  witnessing?  How  effectively  are  we 
witnessing? 

Man  has  been  to  the  moon,  and  has  re- 
turned. This  is  a  most  noteworthy  ac- 
complishment. Multiplied  billions  of  dol- 
lars have  been  spent.  If  all  born-again  be- 
lievers would  dedicate  themselves  to  wit- 
nessing and  missions,  world  evangelization 
could  be  quickly  accomplished,  and  at 
probably  far  less  expenditure.  No  accom- 
plishment under  heaven  could  be  greater 
than  this. 

It  may  be  too  late  to  turn  the  tide  so 
that  the  message  and  motive  of  the  church 
will  be  personal  witnessing.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  it  is  not  too  late.  At  least  there 
is  no  time  to  wait.  Our  mission  is  urgent. 
The  time  for  effective  service  is  now.  Pray 
God  that  we  may  buy  up  our  opportunities, 
not  next  year  or  in  the  next  decade,  but 
NOW.  There  is  no  time  to  wait. 

There  is  another  matter  of  urgency,  and 
one  which  will  probably  become  increasing- 
ly urgent  as  we  approach  the  end  of  this 
age,  and  may  see  even  greater  disorders 
come  upon  us,  either  from  natural  or  super- 
natural sources.  I  refer  to  the  great  catas- 
trophes that  affect  us,  and  our  response  to 
them.  Floods,  fires,  riots,  and  willful  de- 
struction of  our  churches  or  communities. 
As  Brethren  we  have  responsibilities.  It  has 
been  suggested  to  me  that  a  central  plan- 
ning and  assistance  committee  be  set  up 
for  such  aid.  I  believe  the  suggestion  is 
good,  and  I  add  my  recommendation  to 
that  of  others  who  have  been  thinking  and 
praying  about  this  matter.  Our  main  busi- 
ness is  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel,  so  was 
it  the  main  business  of  the  great  Apostle 
Paul.  But  he  was  one  who  assisted  and 
urged  assistance  for  the  saints  at  Jerusalem, 
in  a  time  of  terrible  crisis  for  them.  The 
Apostle  Paul  said  in  effect,  "Copy  me,  as  I 
copy  Christ"  (cf.  I  Cor.  11:1). 
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Business  Sessions 


FIRST  SESSION,  AUGUST  12 

The  first  business  session  of  the  80th 
Annual  Conference  of  the  National  Fellow- 
ship of  Brethren  Churches,  meeting  at 
Winona  Lake,  Indiana,  was  officially  opened 
by  the  Moderator  Dr.  Russell  D.  Barnard. 

A  motion  prevailed  to  accept  the  re- 
port of  the  Membership  Committee.  It 
reported  384  lay  delegates  and  220  minis- 
terial delegates,  for  a  first-day  total  of  604. 
These  delegates  were  seated.

A  motion  prevailed  that  we  receive  the 
Grace  Brethren  Church  of  South  Jersey 
(Stratford,  N.J.),  into  the  NFBC. 

A  motion  prevailed  that  we  receive  the 
Cumberland  Grace  Brethren  Church,  Cum- 
berland, Maryland,  into  the  NFBC. 

A  motion  prevailed  that  we  receive  the 
Ripon  Grace  Brethren  Church,  Ripon,  Cali- 
fornia, into  the  NFBC. 

A  motion  prevailed  that  we  receive  the 
Susquehanna  Grace  Brethren  Church, 
Wrightsville,  Pennsylvania,  into  the  NFBC. 

A  motion  prevailed  that  we  receive  the 
Hanover  Grace  Brethren  Church,  Hanover, 
Pennsylvania,  into  the  NFBC.

A  motion  was  made  to  suspend  the 
agenda  to  insert  a  special  item  from  the 
Executive  Committee. 

A  motion  prevailed  to  change  the  loca- 
tion for  the  1970  conference  and  that  the 
conference  accept  the  invitation  from  the 
Long  Beach,  California,  area  Brethren 
churches  to  host  the  1970  conference. 

A  motion  was  made  that  the  conference 
secretary  be  instructed  to  ascertain  who 
are  the  properly  selected  nominees  of  the 
districts  to  the  NFBC  Executive  Commit- 
tee and  that  his  corrected  list  be  con- 
sidered the  proper  committee  membership. 

A  motion  was  made  to  set  August  7-14 
(Friday  to  Friday)  as  the  dates  for  the 
Christian  Education  Convention  and  nation- 
al conference  for  1970  and  that  the  1970

Homer  Kent,  Jr.,  gave  a  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Revision  of  the  Message  of 
the  Brethren  Ministry. 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON 
REVISION  OF  THE  MESSAGE 
OF  THE  BRETHREN  MINISTRY 

In  the  Moderator's  Address  of  1967,  a  specific 
recommendation  was  made  that  a  committee  be 
appointed  to  review  and  revise  the  statement 
known  as  The  Message  of  the  Brethren  Ministry. 
A  committee  of  nine  was  elected  by  national  con- 
ference and  proceeded  with  its  task. 

A  questionnaire  was  sent  to  every  minister 
listed  in  The  Brethren  Annual.  One  hundred 
sixty  replies  were  received,  with  over  one-hundred 
of  these  calling  for  some  clarification  or  addition. 
Every  member  of  the  committee  read  every 
questionnaire  that  was  returned.  Among  the 
weaknesses  noted  in  the  original  Message  of  the 
Brethren  Ministry  was  the  absence  of  any  clear 
statement  regarding  the  Trinity,  the  Christian 
life,  the  Church,  prayer,  or  eternal  punishment. 

In  the  report  made  to  national  conference 
last  year  (1968)  by  the  chairman,  Dr.  Russell  D. 
Barnard,  the  guidelines  whereby  the  committee 
functioned  were  listed.  These  were  as  follows: 

1.  Express  that  which  is  believed  to  be  the 
consensus  of  our  Brethren  ministers. 

2.  Keep  the  statement  as  brief  as  possible, 
consistent  with  the  needs. 

3.  Add  Scripture  verses  to  buttress  every 
statement. 

4.  Review  and  revise  certain  areas  for  clarifi- 
cation and  consistency. 

5.  Strengthen  the  statement  in  its  purpose  to 
present  the  teaching  of  the  Word  of  God. 

6.  Be  careful  to  keep  the  wording  clear, 
positive,  and  grammatical. 

The  national  conference  of  1968  voted  to 
continue  the  committee  in  order  that  it  might 
have  further  time  to  contact  each  member  of  the 
National  Ministerium  by  mail,  and  to  study  their 
reaction.  Conference  also  enlarged  the  com- 
mittee by  the  addition  of  two  laymen. 

On  November  8,  1968,  a  copy  of  the  revision 
was  sent  to  the  Brethren  ministerium  by  mail 
with  a  questionnaire.  Eighty  replies  were  re- 
ceived. Of  these,  fifty  approved  the  revised 
statement  as  it  stood,  some  with  special  words 
of  commendation.  Twenty-eight  approved  the 
revised  statement,  but  made  additional  sugges- 
tions. Two  disapproved  the  statement. 

Another  meeting  of  the  committee  was  held 
on  January  31,  1969,  to  restudy  the  revised  state- 
ment in  the  light  of  its  evaluation  by  the  minis- 
ters. A  final  meeting  of  the  committee  was  held 
on  August  8,  1969.  The  result  of  this  meeting  is 
the  Statement  of  Faith  which  is  called  the  fourth 
draft,  and  is  herewith  presented  for  your  con- 
sideration. 
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In  summation  it  should  be  observed  that  the 
only  changes  from  the  original  Message  of  the 
Brethren  Ministry  were  for  the  purposes  of  clarify- 
ing and  strengthening  the  statement.  There  has 
never  been  any  intention  by  the  committee  to 
weaken  the  statement.  Only  one  item  was  de- 
leted, and  that  was  the  reference  to  "confirma- 
tion." The  deletion  was  decided  upon  for  three 
reasons: 

1.  The  term  "confirmation"  is  frequently  mis- 
understood. 

2.  Questionnaires  to  the  ministers  revealed  a 
wide  divergence  among  the  NFBC  as  to  the 
purposes  of  confirmation  and  lack  of  unanimity 
in  its  use. 

3.  The  absence  of  any  specific  command  in 
Scripture  to  perpetuate  it. 

The  Statement  of  Faith  which  is  now  proposed 
is  the  result  of  careful  study.    The  secretary 
would  like  to  observe  that  this  committee  has 
worked  diligently,  prayerfully,  and  with  a  most 
remarkable  harmony.  What  is  now  presented  to 
the  conference  is  the  unanimous  report  of  the 
committee,  whose  members  are  the  following: 
Russell  D.  Barnard,  chairman 
Bernard  N.  Schneider,  vice  chairman 
Homer  A.  Kent,  Jr.,  secretary 
John  M.  Aeby,  Glenn  Baker,  Harold  Etling, 
Lloyd  E.  Fish,  Mark  E.  Malles,  W.  A.  Ogden, 
Lester  E.  Pifer,  John  C.  Whitcomb 
I  shall  now  read  the  Statement  of  Faith  as 
proposed  by  the  committee,  (see  back  cover  page) 
Amotion  was  made  to  receive  the  report 
and  that  its  consideration  be  made  an  item 
of  business  tomorrow.    The  motion  was 
passed. 

A  motion  prevailed  to  adjourn  the  meet- 
ing. 

THIRD  SESSION,  AUGUST  14 

The  third  business  session  was  opened 
with  prayer  by  Nelson  Hall. 

A  motion  prevailed  to  receive  the  report 
of  the  Membership  Committee  adding  13 
lay  delegates  and  6  ministerial  for  a  third- 
day  total  of  709. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting 
were  read  and  a  motion  prevailed  to  accept 
them  as  read. 

A  motion  prevailed  to  place  the  follow- 
ing names  in  nomination  for  election  to 
the  Board  of  Evangelism  for  three-year 
terms:  Edward  Lewis,  Mason  Cooper,  Dean 
Fetterhoff,  Bill  Faulkner,  Emmit  Adams. 
A  motion  was  made  and  passed  that  these 
men  be  declared  elected. 

A  motion  prevailed  to  place  the  follow- 
ing names  in  nomination  for  election  to 
the  Board  of  Ministerial  Emergency  and 
Retirement  Benefits  for  three-year  terms: 


William  Schaffer,  Melvin  Fisher,  Earl  Key. 
A  motion  was  made  and  passed  that  these 
men  be  declared  elected. 

A  motion  was  made  and  passed  to  adopt 
the  report  from  the  Committee  on  Homes 
for  the  Aged. 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE 
ON  HOMES  FOR  THE  AGED 

The  committee  met  for  two  meetings  during 
the  year  with  considerable  time  devoted  to  re- 
viewing the  work  of  the  committee  in  previous 
years;  consideration  of  the  apparent  growing 
need  and  increased  interest  for  the  establishment 
of  such  a  home;  and  consideration  of  a  recom- 
mended plan  to  implement  the  establishment  of 
such  a  home  at  Winona  Lake,  Indiana. 

Considerable  study  and  discussion  were  given 
to  the  following  items: 

1.  The  size  and  scope  of  such  a  project, 
particularly  as  to  the  number  of  residents  to  be 
accommodated  as  well  as  the  type  of  facilities 
and  services  which  would  be  included. 

2.  The  financial  consideration  involved  in 
purchasing  real  estate,  securing  feasibility  studies, 
building  plans,  construction  costs,  operating  costs, 
tax  considerations  and  administration  of  the 
project  from  the  initial  stage  on  through  to  full 
development  and  operation  of  such  a  home. 

3.  The  activity  of  districts  toward  develop- 
ment of  other  homes.  At  present  the  committee 
has  been  informed  of  the  efforts  of  the  Southern 
Ohio  District  which  has  taken  some  definite  steps 
toward  the  establishment  of  such  a  home  in  the 
Dayton,  Ohio  area.  The  committee  is  not  aware 
of  any  other  district  which  is  actively  pursuing 
such  a  program  at  the  present  time. 

A  greatly  increased  interest  has  been  repeated- 
ly expressed  by  several  Brethren  people  for 
establishing  such  a  home  at  Winona  Lake  in 
proximity  to  the  national  headquarters  of  The 
Brethren  Church,  as  well  as  the  Winona  Lake 
Bible  Conference  activities. 

In  view  of  these  considerations  the  committee 
recommends  to  this  conference  the  following 
action: 

(A)  That  the  name  of  this  committee  be 
changed  to  "The  Committee  on  Retirement 
Homes"  rather  than  Homes  for  the  Aged,  be- 
lieving that  it  is  a  more  appropriate  and  desirable 
title. 

(B)  That  definite  steps  be  taken  by  this  con- 
ference toward  the  establishment  of  a  retirement 
home  at  Winona  Lake,  Indiana  within  the  follow- 
ing guidelines: 

1.  That  a  separate  nonprofit  corporation  be 
formed  in  the  state  of  Indiana  to  own  and  direct 
this  program. 

2.  That  a  board  of  directors  be  elected  by  this 
conference  comprised  of  twelve  members,  half 
of  whom  would  be  lay  members  and  half  minis- 
terial members,  each  to  be  elected  for  a  three- 
year  term  with  the  terms  staggered  such  that 
four  members  are  elected  each  year.  The  board 
of  directors  shall  be  elected  from  members  of  the 
national   conference,  The   Foreign  Missionary 
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Society  of  The  Brethren  Church,  The  Brethren 
Home  Missions  Council,  Grace  Theological  Semi- 
nary and  College,  The  Board  of  Ministerial  Emer- 
gency and  Retirement  Benefits  and  any  other 
Brethren  organization  interested  in  assisting  in  a 
retirement  program  for  the  possible  benefit  of 
their  staff  or  personnel. 

3.  That  all  organizations  of  the  National  Fel- 
lowship of  Brethren  Churches  be  encouraged  to 
become  involved  in  assisting  in  the  establishment 
of  such  a  home  to  provide  a  much-needed  facility 
for  Brethren  people  reaching  retirement  age. 

4.  That  a  location  and  feasibility  study  be 
made  to  determine  availability  of  property  and 
optimum  size  for  efficient  operation  of  such  a 
home.  The  committee  recommends  that  a  high 
quality  facility  be  considered  which  would  offer 
a  wide  variety  of  services  within  the  building 
facility  itself  not  only  to  meet  the  need  of  the 
residents,  but  one  which  would  be  appealing  to 
prospective  residents.  Such  a  retirement  village 
should  be  planned  for  a  minimum  of  ninety 
apartments  and  a  fifty-bed  infirmary  as  a  recom- 
mended size  for  the  completed  project  with  ap- 
proximately ten  acres  of  usable  land.  Such  a 
project  would  probably  need  to  be  planned  such 
that  it  could  be  built  in  two  or  more  phases, 
beginning  with  a  pilot  project  and  developing  it 
as  the  need  requires  and  finances  permit. 

5.  The  following  areas  of  financing  the  project 
need  to  be  considered  and  arranged  for: 

a.  Interim  financing  for  the  development  stage 
is  a  must. 

b.  Some  consideration  as  to  the  various  possi- 
ble sources  of  finances  could  include  the  follow- 
ing: special  gifts  and  annuities;  offerings  from 
churches  and  individuals;  subsidies  from  the 
Foreign  Missionary  Society,  Home  Missions  Coun- 
cil, Grace  Schools  and  other  Brethren  organi- 
zations whose  personnel  might  desire  to  use  such 
facilities  for  retirement;  occupancy-agreement 
payments  from  prospective  residents  (similar  to 
annuities);  monthly  care  and  rental  fees. 

c.  Seeking  for  a  financing  institution  that 
would  be  interested  and  able  to  finance  such  a 
project.  Investigate  financing  with  the  Brethren 
Investment  Foundation  on  a  first  mortgage  basis. 

d.  Financing  to  cover  the  cost  for  architectural 
services. 

e.  Finances  that  would  make  it  possible  for 
the  consideration  of  the  appointment  and  secur- 
ing of  an  administrator  or  promoter  to  implement 
the  project. 

6.  That  an  administrator  be  secured  by  the 
board  of  directors  as  soon  as  funds  are  available 
to  begin  work  on  the  project.  Such  a  man  needs 
to  be  one  with  building  and  promotional  know- 
how,  a  man  with  some  financial  astuteness  to- 
gether with  sales  ability,  and  a  good  businessman. 

7.  Consideration  ought  to  be  given  for  some 
cooperation  or  tie-in  with  the  Winona  Lake  Chris- 
tian Assembly  and  make  the  facilities  available 
to  non-Brethren  residents. 

8.  In  development  of  the  project  consideration 
would  need  to  include  the  appointment  of  sub- 
committees by  the  board  of  directors  in  the  fol- 
lowing areas:  an  advertising  and  promotional 


committee;  admissions  committee;  legal  and  audit- 
ing committee;  architectural  services  for  build- 
ing plans;  and  a  contractor  for  constructing  the 
facility. 

Due  to  the  pressing  need  for  such  a  facility 
and  the  apparent  interest  among  Brethren  people 
for  such  a  facility,  this  committee  recommends 
that  this  conference  take  action  to  elect  the 
aforementioned  board  of  directors  and  implement 
the  establishing  of  such  a  home  within  the  pre- 
viously outlined  guidelines.

A  motion  was  made  to  amend  the  State- 
ment of  Faith  by  adding  the  words  "The 
sixty-six  books  of  the  Old  and  New  Testa- 
ments" to  item  number  one.  The  motion 
passed. 

A  motion  prevailed  to  adopt  the  original 
motion  as  amended- 

The  following  statement  was  presented 
by  the  Christian  Education  Board: 

In  keeping  with  the  directive  of  the  conference 
action  at  the  time  of  the  merger  of  the  former 
National  Sunday  School  Board,  and  the  Youth 
Council,  we  are  to  bring  to  this  conference  a 
recommendation  as  to  the  board  membership 
effective  at  this  conference.  Therefore,  we  would 
like  to  place  in  nomination  the  names  of  the 
fourteen  incumbent  members  of  the  Christian 
Education  Board,  and  add  the  name  of  one  addi- 
tional person  to  satisfy  the  requirement  of  fifteen 
members  of  the  board. 

A  motion  was  made  to  place  the  follow- 
ing names  in  nomination  for  the  Christian 
Education  Board:  For  a  three-year  term: 
Clair  Brickel,  James  Custer,  Robert  Ervin, 
Galen  Lingenfelter,  John  Terrell. 

For  a  two-year  term:  Vernon  Harris, 
Forrest  Jackson,  Lyle  Marvin,  Harold  Pen- 
rose, Ed  Jackson. 

For  a  one-year  term:  Edwin  Cashman, 
James  Dixon,  Robert  Kern,  Howard  Mayes, 
William  Tweeddale.

A  motion  was  made  and  passed  that  the 
meeting  be  adjourned. 
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FOURTH  SESSION,  AUGUST  15

A  motion  prevailed  that  the  following 
section  "D"  be  added  to  the  constitution 
under  article  Six,  NFBC  Boards: 

D.  BOARD  OF  BRETHREN  RETIRE- 
MENT HOME.  This  board  shall  consist  of 
twelve  members:  six  ministers  and  six  lay- 
men, four  to  be  elected  each  year  for  three- 
year  terms  from  nominees  presented  by 
this  board  and/or  the  conference.  The 
duties  of  this  board  shall  be  to  promote, 


construct  and  administer  such  a  retirement 
home  as  shall  be  approved  by  this  confer- 
ence. This  board  may  establish  a  separate 
nonprofit  Indiana  corporation  to  own  prop- 
erty and  operate  the  retirement  home  proj- 
ect. 

A  motion  was  made  that  the  Committee 
on  Retirement  Homes  present  nominees  for 
this  board  as  an  item  of  prior  business  at 
the  Saturday  business  session.  The  motion 
was  carried. 

A  motion  prevailed  to  adopt  the  report 
from  the  Committee  on  Committees  and 
that  these  men  become  the  members  of 
the  committees.  (See  pages  2,  3  and  4.) 

A  motion  was  made  and  passed  to  ac- 
cept the  report  from  the  Chaplains'  En- 
dorsing Agent. 

REPORT  OF  CHAPLAINS' 
ENDORSING  AGENT 

Brethren  chaplains  continue  to  do  an  ex- 
cellent job  in  ministering  to  servicemen  around 
the  world.  They  have  been  faithful  to  report 
decisions  for  Christ  and  to  tell  of  God's  blessing 
in  general.  Articles  and  news  items  in  the 
Brethren  Missionary  Herald  have  reflected  this 
outstanding  work  to  our  constituency.  Service 
personnel  praise  and  prayer  items  have  been  in- 
serted monthly  in  the  Herald,  and  more  recently 
in  the  monthly  denominational  Praise  and  Prayer 
sheet  going  out  to  the  churches.  There  has  been 
good  response  on  the  part  of  the  people  in  the 
churches,  and  interest  in  the  work  of  the  chap- 
lains continues  high.  I  have  been  gratified  by 
the  intense  interest  in  the  work  of  our  chaplains 
during  the  past  year  and-a-half  as  I  have  shown 
slides  and  played  tapes  of  my  Vietnam  trip  in 
many  Brethren  churches,  and  in  the  service  clubs 
and  schools  across  the  country. 

There  is  one  Brethren  man  in  the  U.S.  Air 
Force  Chaplaincy,  Rev.  Carlton  Fuller.  He  has 
been  stationed  in  Cannon  AF  Base  in  New  Mexi- 
co, but  will  soon  take  up  his  new  assignment  in 
Puerto  Rico. 

Rev.  Dale  Brock  and  Rev.  Richard  McNeely 
have  terminated  their  service  in  the  U.S.  Navy 
Chaplaincy.  Chaplain  Lee  Jenkins  continues  in 
the  service,  and  Rev.  Grover  James  Dickson  en- 
tered this  branch  during  the  past  year,  giving  us 
two  men  in  the  U.S.  Navy  Chaplaincy. 

Rev.  James  M.  Hutchens  concluded  his  work 
in  the  U.S.  Army  Chaplaincy  July  31,  and  Rev. 
Charles  E.  Bearinger  entered  the  U.S.  Army 
Chaplaincy,  and  is  now  stationed  at  Fort  Bliss, 
El  Paso,  Texas.  Chaplain  Orville  Lorenz  has  been 
stationed  in  Okinawa  during  the  past  year,  and 
his  reports  indicate  great  blessing  from  the  Lord. 
Two  of  our  Brethren  men  are  stationed  in 
Germany -Chaplain  Paul  O.  Lindberg  and  Chap- 
lain Emlyn  Jones.  Both  of  these  men  are  stra- 
tegically located  for  an  effective  ministry  for  our 
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Lord.  U.S.  Army  Chaplain  John  Schumacher  has 
received  orders  for  a  second  tour  of  duty  in 
Vietnam.  He  is  challenged  with  the  possibilities 
of  service  with  his  men  in  that  theater,  but  does 
covet  our  prayers  as  he  goes.  Let  us  earnestly  up- 
hold him  daily  in  prayer  as  he  leaves  the  United 
States  in  September  of  this  year  for  Vietnam. 

Chaplain  Burton  G.  Hatch  carries  on  his  minis- 
try at  Fort  Sheridan,  Illinois. 

Chaplain  Lee  Burris  continues  his  good  work 
at  Fort  Irwin,  California,  and  Chaplain  John  D. 
Talley  reports  excellent  results  from  Fort  Lee, 
Virginia. 

Summarizing:  we  have  one  man  in  the  USAF 
Chaplaincy,  two  in  the  Navy,  and  eight  in  the 
Army,  for  a  total  of  eleven.  This  is  far  above 
our  total  quota-an  indication  of  the  fine  calibre 
of  men  we  have  and  of  the  great  job  they  are 
doing.  It  is  encouraging  that  there  is  a  continuing 
interest  in  the  chaplaincy,  and  that  we  have  new 
men  entering. 

It  is  most  essential  that  we  stand  with  our 
chaplains  at  home  and  abroad  as  they  carry  on 
such  a  fine  ministry  as  our  representatives.  All 
have  been  loyal  and  faithful  both  to  our  Lord 
and  His  Word,  and  to  the  National  Fellowship 
of  Brethren  Churches.  Let  us  pray  regularly  for 
them  in  private  devotions  and  in  our  churches. 
And,  let  us  do  everything  possible  to  assure  them 
that  we  do  care,  particularly  for  men  in  overseas 
assignments.  Our  encouragement  to  them  will 
be  greatly  appreciated.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  PASTORLESS 
CHURCHES  AND  AVAILABLE  MEN 

This  committee  is  composed  of  the  chairman 
and  the  moderator  of  each  district.  Each  moder- 
ator supplies  any  information  from  his  district, 
and  the  available  lists  are  kept  updated  for  the 
use  of  any  church. 

The  committee  makes  no  recommendations, 
but  simply  supplies  a  list  of  names  of  churches 
that  are  seeking  a  pastor  for  their  local  congre- 
gation. 

During  the  past  year,  fourteen  pastors  re- 
quested that  their  names  be  placed  on  the  list  of 
available  men,  and  seventeen  churches  wrote 
asking  for  the  list  of  available  pastors. 

A  few  of  those  requesting  one  of  the  two  lists 
have  reported  back  to  the  committee  when  the 
need  has  been  met.  This  reporting  of  the  filling 
of  a  vacancy  saves  considerable  embarrassment 
for  the  committee  and  for  the  church  or  pastor 
involved. 

Any  church  or  minister  in  need  of  the  assist- 
ance that  this  committee  is  able  to  provide  is 
urged  to  contact  the  chairman,  and  up-to-date 
material  will  be  supplied.  No  name  is  placed  on 
either  list  unless  the  committee  is  personally  re- 


quested to  so  list  the  church  as  looking  for  a 
pastor,  or  the  name  of  a  pastor  who  desires  that 
his  name  be  placed  on  the  list  as  being  available.

REPORT  OF  THE  INSIGNIA  COMMITTEE 

Your  Insignia  Committee,  authorized  by  last 
year's  conference  to  study  the  feasibility  of  pro- 
ducing a  denominational  emblem  for  use  on 
stationery,  publicity  brochures,  Sunday-school 
quarterlies,  et  cetera,  and  to  bring  a  recommenda- 
tion to  conference,  has  included  several  sketches 
of  the  nature  desired  in  your  conference  packets. 
These  are  labeled  "A,"  "B,"  and  "C,"  respectively. 

Of  those  sketches  submitted  which  might  be 
suitable  for  this  purpose,  we  have  selected  and 
recommend  the  adoption  of  the  one  marked  "A." 
We  believe  this  design  would  be  appropriate  as  an 
official  insignia,  encompassing  as  it  does  the 
elements  of  the  cross,  the  circle  (representing 
eternity),  a  solid  device  whose  sides  taper  to  a 
point,  or  apex,  suggesting  Brethren  church  build- 
ings across  America,  with  the  whole  resting  upon 
the  foundation  of  the  Word  of  God  (the  Bible). 
The  initials  of  our  Fellowship,  NFBC,  complete 
the  design. 

In  practical  usage,  this  insignia  would  be  used 
in  conjunction  with  other  printed  matter  as 
might  be  appropriate  for  each  particular  need; 
as,  for  example,  our  denominational  motto,  or 
denominational  name,  or  the  name  of  a  local 
church  or  a  national  organization.

A  motion  prevailed  to  accept  the  Chris- 
tian Education  Department  report. 

CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION  DEPARTMENT 

It  is  with  deep  gratitude  to  God  and  with  a 
genuine  appreciation  of  the  prayers  and  cooper- 
ation of  the  members  of  our  board  of  directors 
who  serve  with  me  as  co-laborers,  that  I  come 
with  this  annual  summary  and  report  of  our 
efforts  as  a  staff.  Because  of  the  lack  of  time, 
we  must  limit  our  report  in  this  hour,  attempting 
to  give  a  careful  evaluation  of  the  year  that  has 
passed,  and  project  to  a  degree  at  least  the 
direction  of  the  thrust  of  the  new  year,  and  the 
new  decade  which  is  upon  us,  and  which  is 
rapidly  becoming  the  DECADE  OF  THE  70'S. 

STATISTICAL  REVIEW:  Our  national  statis- 
tician has  reported  to  this  conference  at  an  earlier 
hour,  and  we  do  not  intend  to  duplicate  his  re- 
port, so  carefully  gathered,  and  reported  to  us  in 
very  concise  form.    However,  we  dare  make  a 
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few  observations  from  the  statistics  of  our  Fel- 
lowship. 

1.  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS.  With  almost  a  daily 
depreciation  of  the  value  of  the  Sunday  schools 
in  both  the  secular  and  religious  press,  we  are 
facing  the  onslaught  of  the  enemies  of  the  church. 
This  depreciation  of  Sunday  school  has  invaded 
the  thinking  of  some  evangelicals,  and  our  own 
Fellowship  has  not  escaped.  There  are  those 
even  within  our  Fellowship  who  question  whether 
the  Sunday  school  is  relevant  to  the  hour,  and 
whether  it  is  making  any  impact  upon  the 
"NOW  GENERATION."  However,  the  fact  still 
remains,  that  the  Sunday  school  is  a  Bible- 
teaching  agency  which  involves  more  people  than 
any  other  agency  of  the  church.  It  puts  more 
people  to  work  and  provides  opportunity  for 
sharing  the  Word  of  God  for  thousands,  even 
within  the  framework  of  our  own  church. 

A  brief  summary  of  our  statistics  indicates 
that  105  of  our  schools  showed  increases  in  their 
average  attendances  last  year,  while  100  of  our 
schools  showed  losses.  Seven  schools  remained 
absolutely  static -neither  gaining  nor  losing  in 
attendance,  while  10  new  schools  reported.  We 
had  a  net  gain  in  Sunday-school  attendance  of 
732  people  per  Sunday-which  means  a  total  of 
38,064  class  hours  additional-732  times  52  Sun- 
days equals  this  figure  of  38,064.  Eight  districts 
showed  total  gain  in  Sunday-school  attendance 
while  eight  others  showed  losses. 

The  other  observation  from  our  statistics 
which  our  board  of  directors  has  carefully  noted, 
and  given  direction  concerning  help  for  the 
future  is  in  the  fact  that  105  of  our  schools  have 
an  average  attendance  of  less  than  100  persons 
per  Sunday.  We  recognize  that  the  size  of  a 
Sunday  school  does  not  tell  the  total  story,  for 
out  from  some  of  our  small  Sunday  schools  have 
come  servants  of  God  in  many  areas  of  life.  How- 
ever, the  fact  that  105  schools  have  less  than  100 
in  attendance  demands  our  utmost  attention  and 
help.  I  am  deeply  concerned  over  a  seemingly 
growing  philosophy  that  we  ought  not  to  have 
our  churches  grow  to  be  too  large.  I  am  not 
quite  certain  what  is  meant  by  the  term  "too 
large"  but  I  am  convinced  that  we  ought  to  make 
the  greatest  impact  possible  for  Christ  upon  the 
communities  in  which  we  serve,  and  the  impact 
of  our  larger  churches  is  surely  being  made  in  the 
communities  where  they  serve. 

To  assist  in  this  total  effort,  we  are  continu- 
ing our  national  Sunday-school  contest,  and  our 
annual  enlargement  campaign.  We  will  continue 
to  stress  growth  as  a  very  important  part  of  the 
work  of  the  Sunday  school. 

2.  BRETHREN  TRAINING  HOUR.  As  a  new 
agency  in  name  this  is  an  encouraging  factor  in 
the  total  Christian  Education  program  of  our 
churches.  Although  we  are  only  beginning  to  gain 
some  understanding  and  evaluation  through  the 
statistics,  we  are  encouraged  at  God's  goodness 
in  this  area  of  our  program.  We  have  inaugurated 
a  very  definite  program  of  promotion  to  en- 
courage every  church  to  attempt  to  use  the  train- 
ing hour  at  every  age  level  in  their  churches  that 


we  might  be  better  equipped  to  meet  the  need 
for  additional  leadership. 

3.  VACATION  BIBLE  SCHOOLS.  Our  statis- 
tician reported  Vacation  Bible  Schools  for  1968. 
His  report  showed  a  total  of  21,028  persons  in- 
volved in  these  schools  in  1968.  However,  we 
have  been  in  the  midst  of  a  survey  of  this  current 
year- 1969,  and  some  schools  are  still  going  on. 
Two  very  important  findings  have  come  out  of 
our  schools  this  year-80  schools  having  reported 
thus  far.  (1)  From  80  schools  reporting,  there 
were  more  than  1,100  first-time  decisions  for 
Christ.  This  is  evangelism  at  its  finest.  (2)  The 
same  80  schools  gave  to  our  Foreign  Missionary 
Society  a  total  of  a  little  more  than  $4,000. 

Two  trends  seem  to  be  developing  that  cause 
us  some  concern:  1.  We  are  seeing  in  1969  a 
strong  trend  to  the  five-day  schools.  This  is  cut- 
ting the  time  for  Bible  teaching  in  half.  (2)  There 
is  also  a  trend  to  the  night  schools  from  the 
morning  hours.  Although  it  is  not  as  yet  serious, 
we  need  to  be  reminded  that  at  least  for  children, 
evening  hours  do  not  afford  the  best  possible 
teaching  time. 

4.  CHRISTIAN  DAY  SCHOOLS.  This  area 
of  our  report  indicates  a  new  high  enrollment  in 
the  number  of  pupils,  graduates,  teachers  and 
other  personnel  in  Brethren  schools.  We  are 
grateful  to  God  for  this,  and  thank  the  churches 
and  people  who  support  this  ministry.  In  1968, 
a  total  of  3,267  pupils  were  enrolled  in  Brethren 
Christian  Day  Schools.  This  was  a  reversal  of 
the  trend  of  the  previous  year,  in  which  we 
showed  a  loss-now  a  gain  of  1,218  pupils. 

A  meeting  with  school  administrators,  pastors 
of  churches  involved,  and  all  who  are  interested 
is  being  held  this  week  to  encourage  greater  ef- 
fectiveness in  the  area  of  Christian  Day  Schools. 

5.  BOYS'  AND  GIRLS'  CLUB  WORK.  Our 
boys'  work  has  shown  a  good  increase  during  the 
1968  year,  with  increases  in  both  the  number  of 
battalions  and  stockade  units.  A  number  of  new 
churches  have  been  added  to  the  list  of  those  in- 
volving themselves  in  boys'  work,  and  great  stress 
must  be  given  to  the  impetus  given  by  our  laymen 
to  this  movement.  Your  Christian  Education  De- 
partment is  vitally  involved  in  the  new  PROJECT 
70  which  is  being  released  this  fall.  The  leaders 
of  our  Brigade  ministry  are  excited  about  this 
new  thrust. 

Our  girls'  work  continues  to  grow,  with  both 
our  SMM  and  Pioneer  Girls  showing  good  in- 
creases. We  are  happy  for  the  fine  increase  in 
SMM  particularly  at  the  level  of  Little  Sisters, 
which  is  really  a  part  of  the  children's  program  of 
SMM  work. 

6.  TIME.  The  TIME  program  has  continued 
through  this  year,  with  eleven  young  people  serv- 
ing the  program  in  five  fields.  One  young  man 
is  serving  in  this  program  for  an  extended  period 
in  the  field  of  Argentina. 

We  have  just  completed  a  survey  of  those 
who  have  served  both  in  the  TIME  program  and 
the  former  Summer  Missionary  Program,  and 
discover  that  in  the  decade  from  1959-1969 
eighty-six  young  people  have  served  in  the  pro- 
gram.   Of  these  11  are  now  involved  in  church- 
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related  ministries-pastors,  missionaries,  church 
offices,  and  so  forth-while  19  are  looking  for- 
ward to  this  as  a  life  vocation-4  are  teaching,  and 
14  are  in  other  work.  Eight  are  in  school,  and 
we  have  not  discovered  present  occupations  for 
16. 

7.  CAMP.  A  very  important  part  of  our  work 
is  our  growing  camp  ministry.  Our  district  youth 
camps-involving  junior,  junior  high,  and  senior 
high  have  grown  about  10  percent  during  the 
past  year,  while  our  National  Youth  Conference 
now  in  progress  is  at  an  all-time-high.  Important 
decisions  are  being  made  daily  in  this  conference, 
for  which  we  are  praising  God. 

8.  CONFERENCES.  This  year,  in  keeping 
with  the  decision  of  the  conference  of  last  year, 
we  have  established  what  is  commonly  referred 
to  as  "CHILD  CARE  PROGRAM."  We  do  not 
look  upon  this  as  simply  "Child  Care,"  but 
rather  have  instituted  a  CHILDREN'S  CONFER- 
ENCE-running  concurrently  with  the  adult  and 
youth  conferences.  Many  man-hours  went  into 
the  preparation  of  this  program,  and  when  the 
week  is  over,  we  believe  eternal  results  will  be 
written  down  in  the  books  of  our  Lord.  We  have 
had  tremendous  assistance  from  a  staff  which 
numbers  about  25  workers-caring  for  more  than 
150  children  from  nursery  age  through  the  junior. 
They  are  involved  in  Bible  study  courses,  hand- 
craft, informative  field  trips,  including  a  trip  to 
the  Free  Methodist  Publishing  House,  where  our 
Brethren  Missionary  Herald  is  printed,  and  a  trip 
to  the  Milnot  Corporation.  Beautiful  plaques 
were  made  by  the  juniors  and  workbooks  were 
given  to  the  primary  and  kindergarten  children. 

IN  CONCLUSION.  We  have  given  a  brief 
look  into  the  activities  of  our  department.  Much 
more  could  be  added,  but  we  want  to  pay  public 
tribute  to  all  who  have  shared  in  our  ministry 
through  much  prayer  and  financial  assistance. 
The  ladies  of  the  WMC  both  nationally  and  on  a 
district  level  have  given  much  help  this  year.  The 
Lancaster  church  gave  us  a  much  needed  "Roto- 
Typer"  for  which  we  give  public  thanks.  We  have 
been  enabled  to  pay  off  a  part  of  the  deficit 
which  was  encountered  when  the  Youth  Council 
was  merged  with  our  former  Sunday-school 
Board.  We  trust  to  pay  the  balance  of  this  debt 
within  the  next  eighteen  months.  We  thank  God 
for  a  loyal,  hard-working  staff  who  give  beyond 
the  call  of  duty  to  perform  a  multitudinous  task 
assigned  to  us  by  this  conference. 

Your  folders  include  our  financial  statement 
for  the  year  1968,  and  we  call  attention  to  it 
herewith.  The  books  have  been  audited  and  a 
note  of  appreciation  has  been  received  from  our 
auditor  for  the  excellent  condition  of  our  ac- 
counts and  our  books.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE 
ON  SELECTIVE  SERVICE 

Due  to  present  world  unrest  morally,  spiritual- 
ly, socially,  and  especially  politically, 

We,  your  committee  on  Selective  Service, 
desire  to  place  the  following  recommendations 
before  this  conference: 

1.  That  we  renew  our  historic  stand  with  re- 
lation to  war:  namely,  that  The  Brethren  Church 
from  her  origin  has  been  utterly  opposed  to  the 
use  of  violence  or  any  physical  force  as  a  means 
to  an  end  on  the  part  of  the  children  of  God. 
We  regard  the  governments  of  this  world  system 
as  being  yet  unregenerate,  and  their  methods  of 
violence  contrary  to  the  methods  God  has 
authorized  His  children  in  the  present  age  to  use. 
We  reaffirm  that  while  war  as  a  possible  method 
for  the  attainment  of  justice,  or  the  securing  and 
maintaining  of  human  liberty,  may  at  times  be 
deemed  necessary  among  the  unregenerated  of 
this  world  system,  yet  according  to  the  teaching 
of  our  common  Lord  and  Master,  we,  as  His 
children,  do  not  belong  to  this  world's  system 
and  its  methods  are  not  our  own.  We  are  in  the 
world,  but  not  of  it,  as  our  Master  taught  (John 
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17:14),  and  we  must  maintain  our  pilgrim 
character  (Heb.  11:8-16).  We  recognize  and 
appreciate  the  protection  of  the  flag  of  the 
United  States  as  the  nation  God  has  ordained 
(Rom.  13:1-7)  to  afford  us  protection.  We 
gladly  offer  our  service,  time,  money,  and  life 
itself  if  necessary  to  bind  up  its  wounds  or  heal 
its  sorrows,  by  any  means  or  methods  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  has  approved  for  the  use  of  those 
who  follow  Him. 

2.  That  copies  of  the  above  recommendation 
be  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  Defense  of  the  United 
States,  and  to  the  Selective  Service  Board. 

3.  That  we  recommend  to  all  our  pastors 
that  they  keep  themselves  and  their  constituencies 
fully  informed  as  to  this  time-honored  position 
of  The  Brethren  Church. 

We  further  recommend  that  the  Committee  on 
Selective  Service  prepare  such  material  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary  to  guide  prospective  inductees 
into  the  military  services  as  to  steps  to  be  fol- 
lowed in  requesting  classification  as  a  non- 
combatant,  or,  if  desired,  as  a  conscientious  ob- 
jector, and  that,  through  its  chairman,  this 
material  be  supplied  to  those  who  request  it  and 
that  its  availability  be  publicized  through  any 
appropriate  medium  available  to  it.

1.  Arrangements  for  the  preparation  and  erec- 
tion of  a  "Welcome"  sign  at  the  entrance  to 
Winona  Lake. 

2.  Preparation  and/or  arrangements  for  in- 
clusion in  the  conference  packets  of  a  map  of 
Winona  Lake,  a  list  of  eating  places  in  the  area, 
and  a  schedule  of  child  care  provisions. 

3.  Establishment  of  an  information  and  com- 
munications center  at  the  auditorium,  where 
supplementary  housing  information  was  available, 
where  emergency  telephone  calls  and  telegrams 
could  be  received,  and  where  such  additional 
services  as  the  sale  of  special  meal  tickets  could 
be  handled.

RESOLUTIONS  OF  THE  80th 
ANNUAL  CONFERENCE  OF  THE  NATIONAL 
FELLOWSHIP  OF  BRETHREN  CHURCHES 
We  the  delegates  of  the  National  Fellowship 
of  Brethren  Churches  convened  in  the  80th 
annual  conference  at  Winona  Lake,  Indiana, 
August  11-18,  1969  do  express  thanks  to  our 
Sovereign  God  for  His  blessing  upon  us  as  a  fel- 
lowship of  believers,  upon  our  local  congrega- 
tions, and  upon  our  various  boards,  committees, 
auxiliary  organizations  and  cooperating  corpor- 
ations. 

We  acknowledge  with  a  deep  sense  of  grati- 
tude and  responsibility  that  the  work  of  the 
church  is  the  work  of  God  and  that  we  are  given 
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a  high  and  holy  privilege  to  be  "workers  together 
with  Him." 

RESOLVED:  that  we  affirm  continually 
through  our  preaching  and  teaching,  the  blessed 
hope  of  the  Christian,  the  imminent  return  of 
our  great  God  and  Saviour,  Jesus  Christ,  and  in 
this  may  we  be  constantly  reminded  that  there  is 
no  time  to  wait. 

RESOLVED:  that  we  commend  our  various 
corporations,  boards,  committees  and  auxiliary 
organizations  for  their  assistance  to  the  local 
churches  in  carrying  out  the  great  commission  of 
our  Sovereign  Lord  as  recorded  in  Matthew 
28:18-20;  that  we  reaffirm  our  conviction  that 
the  local  church  is  central  in  God's  plan  for  this 
age,  and  that  the  energies  and  resources  of  all  our 
cooperating  agencies  should  be  committed  to  the 
strengthening  of  the  churches  of  our  Fellowship 
as  they  endeavor  to  carry  on  the  work  of  God 
until  Jesus  comes  again. 

RESOLVED:  that  we  pursue  with  utmost 
diligence  the  evangelization  of  the  lost,  that  we 
hold  steadfastly  to  the  conviction  that  this  is  our 
first  and  foremost  responsibility,  that  we  deplore 
these  programs  which  tend  to  proliferate  or 
fragmentize  the  local  church  and  thus  divert  it 
from  this  vital  ministry. 

RESOLVED:  that  we  pray  for  and  encourage 
the  development  of  a  strong  program  of  Christian 
education  on  the  elementary  and  secondary 
levels;  that  we  become  increasingly  informed  and 
thus  aware  of  the  results  of  secular  education  in 
the  lives  of  our  children;  that  we  make  the  neces- 
sary sacrifices  to  provide  the  opportunity  for 
more  of  our  young  people  to  receive  Christian 
education  and  thus  be  delivered  from  the  athe- 
istic and  humanistic  philosophy  which  is  propa- 
gated in  the  secular  classroom. 

RESOLVED:  that  we  actively  follow  the  ad- 
monition of  Paul  to  pray  for  all  those  who  are  in 
authority;  that  we  deplore  acts  of  civil  dis- 
obedience and  set  a  good  example  of  citizenship 
in  harmony  with  Romans  13:1-7  and  I  Peter 
2:13-20. 

RESOLVED:  that  we  affirm  our  responsibility 
to  "keep  the  unity  of  the  Spirit  in  the  bond  of 
peace"  (Eph.  4:3)  in  relation  to  all  "born-again" 
believers,  and  that  we  proclaim  our  complete 
separation  from  the  so-called  "ecumenism"  being 
promoted  by  most  local  councils  of  churches  in 
cooperation  with  the  National  Council  of 
Churches  and  the  World  Council  of  Churches. 

RESOLVED:  that  we  affirm  our  opposition 
to  atheistic  communism,  that  we  view  with  alarm 
its  threat  to  the  work  of  our  churches  and  to  our 
national  security.  Let  us  resist  it  not  merely  as  a 
great  international  conspiracy,  but  as  a  part  of 
the  great  satanic  conspiracy,  and  let  us  actively 
reject  the  subtle  temptation  to  fight  communism 
and  forget  the  great  commission. 

RESOLVED:  that  we  strengthen  all  ties  with 
our  youth,  that  we  do  all  we  can  to  eliminate 
the  possibility  of  a  "generation  gap."  In  view  of 
the  universal  spirit  of  lawlessness,  the  permissive- 
ness encouraged  by  "situation  ethics"  and  the 
so-called  "new  morality";  in  view  of  the  flood  of 
pornography,  nudity,  and  the  exploitation  of 


sex  by  most  media  of  communication,  let  us  hold 
up  our  youth  in  prayer  and  let  us  encourage  them 
by  precept  and  example  to  fuller  dedication  of 
life.

A  motion  prevailed  to  adopt  the  follow- 
ing report  by  the  Committee  on  Race  Re- 
lations: 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON 
RACE  RELATIONS 
At  the  outset  of  this  report,  the  committee 
wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  for  the  assist- 
ance by  the  editorial  staff  of  the  Brethren  Mis- 
sionary Herald  Company  rendered  this  com- 
mittee and  to  the  Race  Relations  Committee 
of  the  Southern  California-Arizona  District  Minis- 
terium  for  its  research  and  labor  over  many 
months  since  last  conference,  and  whose  con- 
tribution to  the  work  of  our  committee  has  been 
invaluable. 

Because  of  the  increasing  tempo  of  hatred, 
strife,  demands,  prejudices  and  overwrought  emo- 
tions in  the  race  problem,  and  because  of  the 
seeming  inadequacy  of  ways  and  means  to  meet 
the  immensity  of  the  problem,  and  because  there 
may  be  a  conflict  of  thought  even  between  mem- 
bers of  our  Fellowship  of  churches  since  locale 
with  its  own  peculiar  conditions  may  be  involved, 
and  also  recognizing  the  sovereign  authority  of 
each  church  in  the  NFBC,  this  committee  strong-  j 
ly  urges  that  we  commit  ourselves: 

1.  To  recognize  our  God-given  responsibility 
to  evangelize  all  nations  and  every  creature 
(Matt.  28:19-20;  Mark  16:15),  regardless  of 
color  of  skin  or  ethnic  origin,  and  to  add  to  the  | 
traditional  "red  and  yellow,  black  and  white," 
those  of  brown  skin,  and  in  a  day  when  anti- 
semitism  is  again  rearing  its  ugly  head,  not  to  for- 
get our  ministry  to  our  Jewish  friends  (Rom. 
l:16;Eph.  2:14;Gen.  12:3). 

2.  To  remember,  in  our  relationship  in  the 
community  and  in  the  world  with  those  of  other 
skin  pigment  and  ethnic  origin,  our  outreach  is 
to  be  manifested  in  love  (Rom.  13:8-10). 

3.  To  bear  in  mind  that,  since  we  are  a  spiritual 
and  not  a  political  body,  in  submission  to  the 
Lord,  we  stand  fast  against  any  group  employing 
intimidation  and  fear,  who  operate  contrary  to 
the  teaching  and  spirit  of  the  Word  of  God,  and 
that  we  should  heed,  in  view  of  the  growing 
tensions  in  the  increasing  warfare  of  the  god  of 
this  world  against  Christ  and  His  body,  the 
Biblical  admonition  of  Ephesians  6: 1 1-18. 


4.  To  reaffirm  the  position  of  the  Committee 
on  Race  Relations  which  was  adopted  by  the 
conference  of  the  NFBC  which  convened  at  Long 
Beach,  California,  August  14-22,  1965,  as  follows: 
"Realizing  that  Christ  died  for  all  men  and  has 
broken  down  the  wall  of  partition  dividing  men, 
thereby  transcending  all  racial  and  cultural  lines, 
and  unites  in  one  body  all  who  are  children  of 
God  by  faith,  in  Jesus  Christ,  we  reaffirm  that 
membership  in  the  church  of  Jesus  Christ  is  based 
on  faith,  not  race,  upon  personal  relationship  to 
Christ,  not  color,  and  that  all  who  are  in  Christ 
may  participate  fully  in  the  worship  and  witness 
of  the  church  at  home  and  abroad  without  regard 
to  race  or  ethnic  origin." 

5.  To  establish  a  commission  composed  of 
men  of  God  who  are  competent  Biblical  scholars 
to  make  a  diligent,  painstaking  study  of  areas  of 
conflict  in  evangelical  circles  which  some  have 
taken  as  a  basis  for  their  thinking  in  the  race 
problem,  that  is,  "the  bounds  of  their  habitation" 
(Acts  17:26),  the  cursing  of  Canaan  (Gen.  9:25), 
and  that  this  commission  pursue  the  study  of 
what  is  involved  in  the  Great  Commission,  al- 
though this  committee  can  see  no  problem  in  the 
very  clear  teaching  in  Matthew  28:19-20  and 
Mark  16:15;  further  that  the  result  of  these 
studies  be  published  in  book  form. 

6.  To  complement  the  work  of  this  commis- 
sion with  another  group  of  men  competent  in  the 
field  of  "practical  theology"  as  it  relates  to  the 
race  problem  in  the  areas  of  marriage,  the  home, 
the  church,  the  community,  and  so  forth,  and 
a  handbook  be  prepared  to  assist  both  the  minis- 
ters and  laymen  in  their  dealing  with  matters  of 
this  nature. 

7.  To  take  all  necessary  steps  to  encourage 
those  in  the  problem  area  of  racial  and  ethnic 
origin,  who  have  a  personal  commitment  to  Christ, 
to  train  for  the  Christian  ministry,  and  to  assist 
these,  as  far  as  possible  by  the  establishing  of 
scholarships  for  the  education  of  any  deserving 
person. 

8.  To  recommend  that  if  this  committee  is  to 
be  continued  from  conference  to  conference,  that 
we  honestly  endeavor  to  conform  to  the  recom- 
mendations in  the  reports  which  have  been 
adopted;  if  not,  this  committee  should  be  dis- 
continued as  its  work  would  not,  in  our  opinion, 
be  beneficial  but  only  add  to  the  problem  of  "too 
little,  too  late." 

9.  To  act  on  these  recommendations,  rather 
than  disregard  them,  that  we  continue  this  com- 
mittee, and  that  it  should  consist  of  members 
who  are  not  isolated  from  one  another  by  "the 
bounds  of  their  habitations,"  of  those  in  an  area 
stragetic  to  the  problem,  of  those  who  have  come 
to  grips  with  the  problem,  and  of  those  who  can 
meet  on  regular  occasions  to  discuss  the  problem. 

10.  To  sense  the  urgency  of  the  hour  (Rom. 
13:11-14),  to  "pray  without  ceasing"  (I  Thess. 
5:17),  and  to  remember  the  Lord's  admonition, 
"occupy  till  I  come"  (Luke  19:13),  which  in- 
cludes our  outreach  to  all  people,  regardless  of 
race  or  ethnic  origin.  "Maranatha"  (I  Cor.  16:22) 
-the  Lord  is  coming!    There  is  "NO  TIME  TO 

WAIT"!  Robert  Salazar,  chm. 


A  motion  prevailed  to  adopt  the  follow- 
ing report  by  the  Committee  on  the 
Moderator's  Address: 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON 
MODERATOR'S  ADDRESS 

We  commend  our  moderator  for  his  excellent 
work  in  evaluating,  from  his  own  wide  experience 
and  observation,  and  from  extensive  contact  with 
our  national  boards,  agencies  and  district  moder- 
ators, the  spiritual  state  of  our  National  Fellow- 
ship, with  its  progress  and  problems.  We  appre- 
ciate also  his  concise  and  helpful  review  of  the 
world  conditions  in  which  the  church  must  work 
today;  manifesting,  indeed,  that  there  is  "No 
Time  to  Wait." 

We  concur  with  and  reemphasize  the  chal- 
lenge running  through  his  entire  address,  so  well 
said  also  by  our  main  conference  speaker,  Dr. 
Jack  Hyles,  that  soul-winning  is  the  first  and  fore- 
most business  of  the  church;  and  we  urge  our 
pastors  and  people  to  be  directly  involved  in 
this  responsibility  and  privilege  NOW. 

We  reaffirm  with  our  moderator  the  belief 
that  the  church  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  will 
never  fail,  and  must  triumph,  as  He  promised. 
However,  we  agree  that  we,  as  the  people  of  local 
churches,  have  often  failed;  and  insofar  as  we 
have,  have  contributed  to  the  loss  of  confidence 
in  the  established  church  experienced  by  today's 
world.  Yet  we  deplore  those  who  write  off  the 
organized  church  as  a  lost  cause,  and  seek  to  work 
totally  outside  its  framework.  We  must  remem- 
ber the  distinction  between  the  organism  of  the 
church  invisible,  the  true  body  of  Christ,  and  the 
organization  of  the  visible  church,  the  professed 
body  of  Christ.  We  must  keep  the  organization 
and  its  methods  flexible  with  the  times,  while 
the  message  remains  unchangeable. 

We  commend  our  moderator  for  his  fine 
words  on  pastor-people  relationships-a  problem 
area  today.  It  is  obvious  that  a  local  church 
suffers  greatly  without  the  leadership  of  a  dedi- 
cated, capable,  loving  under-shepherd.  Therefore, 
we  urge  our  pastors  and  people  to  make  every 
effort  to  insure  constancy  in  the  pulpit.  We 
urge  our  pastors  to  consider  the  many  advantages 
of  a  long  ministry  in  one  church -the  advantages 
to  himself,  his  church,  and  his  community.  And, 
with  the  help  of  the  Lord,  prepare  himself  for 
such  a  ministry.  We  urge  our  people  to  pray 
faithfully  for  the  pastor,  to  love  him,  cooperate 
fully  with  him,  and  support  him  adequately  in 
the  face  of  our  ever-escalating  economy.  We 
further  urge  our  people  to  cultivate  proper  re- 
spect for  the  office  of  the  elder,  and  add  to  his 
stature  in  the  eyes  of  our  youth.  This  can  be 
done  by  the  use  of  proper  terminology  in  ad- 
dressing him  (such  as  "pastor,"  rather  than  too 
formal  or  too  informal  terms),  by  avoiding  vocal 
criticism  (prayer  does  more  good),  and  by  en- 
thusiastic support  of  his  work  in  word  and  deed. 

Since  the  Word  of  God  predicts,  and  current 
events  confirm  that  natural  calamities  and  sin- 
inspired  uprisings  will  increase  greatly  in  the  end 
of  the  age,  we  share  the  concern  of  our  moderator 
for  the  physical  properties  of  our  churches  and 
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boards,  which  could  well  be  affected.  Therefore 
we  recommend  that  the  Committee  on  Denomin- 
ational Interests  be  committed  with  the  respon- 
sibility of  considering  a  plan  for  emergency  as- 
sistance to  any  church  or  agency  which  suffers 
great  loss  as  a  result  of  such  calamity.  We  are 
Brethren,  members  together  of  the  body  of 
Christ,  and  feel  the  responsibility  of  sharing 
with  one  another,  whether  problems  and  catas- 
trophes, or  joys  and  blessings.

The  Committee  on  Denominational  In- 
terests made  the  following  motion: 

"Due  to  the  lack  of  specific  purpose 
for  this  committee  as  outlined  by  confer- 
ence and  since  we  do  have  a  committee  on 
The  Spiritual  State  of  the  Churches;  in 
order  to  eliminate  overlapping,  we  recom- 
mend that  the  Committee  on  Denomin- 
ational Interests  be  discontinued." 

A  substitute  motion  was  made  and 
passed  that  the  Committee  on  Denomin- 
ational Interests  be  discontinued  but  that 
the  matter  of  emergency  assistance  to  dis- 
trict churches  or  agencies  suffering  great 
loss  be  transferred  to  the  Committee  on 
Spiritual  State  of  the  Churches. 

The  substitute  motion  was  carried. 

A  motion  was  made  and  passed  that  the 
following  names  of  nominees  from  the 
Committee  on  Committees  be  placed  on 
the  Board  of  Retirement  Home:

REPORT  OF  THE 
STEWARDSHIP  COMMITTEE 

Following  lengthy  discussion,  the  following 
recommendations  to  conference  were  approved: 

A.  That  the  purposes  of  the  Stewardship 
Committee  be:  1.  To  evalute  the  present  giving 
program  in  the  NFBC.  2.  To  keep  the  NFBC  in- 
formed of  the  up-to-date  laws  on  charitable  con- 
tributions as  well  as  the  best  literature  in  the 
fields  of  tithing,  estate  planning,  deferred  giving, 
and  so  forth.  3.  To  recommend  ways  of  increasing 


gifts  to  the  Lord's  work  in  the  local  church  and 
our  national  boards. 

B.  That  the  Stewardship  Committee  meet 
with  the  representatives  of  the  Foreign  Mission- 
ary Society,  the  Home  Mission  Council,  and 
Grace  Schools  to  explore  the  possibility  of  the 
Brethren  Financial  Planning  Service  being  spon- 
sored by  the  National  Conference  of  NFBC.

Churches  in  the  U.S.A.  We  recommend  that  the 
local  conference  in  each  individual  country  pro- 
vide the  transportation  cost,  and  that  upon  ar- 
rival in  the  U.S.,  the  delegates  become  guests  of 
our  National  Fellowship  for  a  period  of  about 
three  months,  during  which  time  they  would  have 
opportunity  to  be  guests  in  local  churches.

REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLICITY  COMMITTEE 

Again,  this  year,  we  pushed  our  publicity 
campaign  on  five  fronts. 

First,  we  planned  to  work  through  the  Breth- 
ren Missionary  Herald  to  push  the  conference  in 
the  brotherhood.  And,  thanks  to  BMH  editors, 
the  conference  was  evident  in  various  ads  in 
nearly  all  sections  of  the  magazine. 

Also,  we  again  sent  out  the  non-telegram  tele- 
gram to  as  many  of  the  members  of  The  Brethren 
Churches  as  our  mailing  lists  would  allow.  Thanks 
to  the  various  boards  and  to  the  mailing  offices 
of  the  BMH  for  the  entire  effort. 

We  continued-and  upgraded -the  Conference 
Herald.  Thanks  to  the  BMH  print  shop,  headed 
by  Bruce  Brickel,  for  the  new  look  with  print  and 
pictures,  instead  of  mimeograph.    Also  to  Ken 
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Herman  and  Tim  Rager,  who  carry  much  of  the 
editorial  load.  Thanks  most  of  all  to  the  BMH 
who  pays  for  it. 

We  have  continued  to  go  to  the  newspaper 
medium.  Again,  Don  Cramer,  of  the  Warsaw 
Times-Union  has  been  cooperative  in  enabling  us 
to  have  ultimately  about  a  half  a  dozen  stories. 

And,  we  have  a  conference  publicity  news 
sheet  for  you  to  take  home  with  you  this  week.

The  meeting  was  closed 
with  prayer  by  Wendell  Kent. 

Wednesday,  August  13 

The  ministerium  reconvened  at  7:30  a.m., 
with  Robert  Thompson  leading  the  prayer  session. 
Taking  his  text  from  John  4:46-54,  he  spoke  on 
the  subject  of  "Faith." 

Fred  Fogle  called  the  meeting  to  order  at 
8:15,  following  a  brief  break.  The  minutes  of 
the  previous  meeting  were  read,  and  approved  as 
corrected. 

The  following  new  men  were  introduced  to 
the  ministerium:  Harold  Combs,  Robert  Spencer, 
Paul  Roehart,  Tim  Kaufman. 

Lester  Pifer  reported  on  the  ministry  of  Breth- 
ren Home  Missions,  and  made  literature  packets 
available  to  the  men.  He  expressed  the  appre- 
ciation of  the  Brethren  Home  Missions  Council 
for  the  support  of  the  ministers. 

Warren  Tamkin,  chm.  of  the  Nominating 
Committee,  presented  the  election  ballot.  Fred 
Fogle  opened  the  floor  for  additional  nominations. 

Jerry  Young  explained  the  concern  of  the 
current  officers  for  better  organization,  and 
placed  before  the  ministerium  the  following 
motion:  That  the  duly  elected  officers  for  next 
year  be  directed  to  serve  as  a  constitutional  re- 
view committee,  and  that  they  continue  the  study 
begun  by  the  current  officers.  They  are  further 
directed  to  present  at  next  year's  annual  session 
a  recommended  constitution  for  the  consideration 
of  the  national  ministerium.  Don  Miller  led  the 
ministerium  in  prayer,  bringing  the  business  ses- 
sion to  a  close. 

Following  a  time  of  prayer  and  praise,  John 
C.  Whitcomb  spoke  on  the  subject  of  "Neo- 
Evangelicalism  1969."  Following  the  presenta- 
tion, the  floor  was  opened  for  discussion  and 
questions.  Chairman  Fogle  led  the  ministerium 
in  closing  prayer. 

Thursday,  August  14 

The  ministerium  reconvened  at  7:30  a.m., 
with  Arnold  Kriegbaum  leading  the  prayer  session. 
He  spoke  from  2  Chronicles  15:1-7,  on  "Our 
Fellowship,  Our  Faith,  and  Our  Fruit." 

The  business  session  was  called  to  order  at 
8:15.  Minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  read 
and  approved. 

The  chairman  called  for  further  introductions 
of  new  men.  No  more  introductions  were  made 
at  this  time. 

The  results  of  the  election  of  officers  was  as 
follows:  Chm.,  Kenneth  Ashman;  V.  Chm.,  Henry 
Rempel;  Rec.  Secy.,  Jerry  Young;  Asst.  Rec.  Secy., 
Robert  Russell;  Fin.  Secy.,  George  Christie; 
Treas.,  Dale  Hostetler. 

Jack  Peters,  chm.  of  the  Membership  Com- 
mittee, presented  a  second  report.  Further  cor- 
rections and  additions  were  made  to  the  initial 
report. 

William  Schaffer  and  Phillip  Simmons  made 
announcements  relative  to  the  Brethren  retire- 
ment program  for  ministers. 

Ralph  Colburn  reported  on  the  new  printing 
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plant  now  operated  by  the  Brethren  Missionary 
Herald  Company. 

Robert  Thompson  expressed  his  desire  to  see 
Brethren  men  used  as  speakers  in  our  own  dis- 
trict and  national  conferences.  He  spoke  on  the 
need  for  unity  among  our  churches,  and  for  the 
need  to  develop  confidence  in  our  people  for 
Brethren  work. 

Russell  Barnard,  moderator  of  the  conference, 
asked  the  ministers  to  assist  in  the  quieting  of  the 
auditorium  during  conference  business  sessions. 

Fred  Fogle  explained  the  history  of  the  use  of 
study  commissions  in  our  ministerium,  and  in- 
troduced Norman  Uphouse  as  the  director  of  the 
study  commissions  for  this  year.  He  presented 
the  study  areas  as  printed  in  the  program,  and 
announced  the  leaders  for  each  group.  Follow- 
ing dismissal  to  the  various  groups,  the  minis- 
terium spent  the  rest  of  the  hour  in  study. 

Friday,  August  15 

The  ministerium  reconvened  at  7:30  a.m.,  and 
was  led  in  its  prayer  session  by  Merton  Lambert. 
He  spoke  on  the  subject  of  "Abiding  in  Christ," 
using  the  text  from  John  15. 

The  business  session  was  called  to  order  at 
8:15.  The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were 
read  and  approved. 

Merton  Lambert  presented  the  work  of  the 
Christian  Education  Department  in  the  recruit- 
ment of  young  people  for  Christian  service.  He 
explained  the  TIME  and  BSLV  programs. 

It  was  announced  that  Kenneth  Ashman  de- 
clined his  election  to  the  office  of  chairman,  due 
to  the  press  of  other  duties.  The  names  of  W.  A. 
Ogden  and  True  Hunt  were  retained  as  nominees, 
and  the  floor  was  opened  for  further  nominations. 
George  Peek  was  nominated,  and  the  election 
was  then  conducted. 

Further  introductions  were  made,  with  the 
following  new  men  being  introduced:  Ray  John- 
son, Ronald  Guiles,  Don  Poland,  George  Wilhelm, 
and  Tom  Miller. 

Jack  Peters  presented  a  printed  ministerial  list, 
including  the  latest  additions  and  corrections. 

Randall  Poyner,  chairman  of  the  Licensure 
and  Ordination  Committee,  presented  a  report 
of  their  work  during  the  preceding  year.  Printed 
recommendations  were  made  available  to  all  the 
men  for  their  consideration.  It  was  moved  that 
since  it  appears  that  this  matter  is  without  the 
scope  of  examination  for  licensure  and  ordination 
(that  is,  regarding  inter-relationships  between  dis- 
trict and  national  ministeriums),  we  recommend 
that  a  committee  study  this  subject  and  report 
back  to  this  ministerium  at  a  future  date. 

Following  a  time  of  worship  in  song  and 
prayer,  the  chairman  introduced  Dr.  Jack  Hyles 
who  presented  his  first  message  in  a  series  of  two, 
speaking  of  things  which  can  improve  our  minis- 
try. 

The  chairman  closed  the  meeting  with  an- 
nouncements and  prayer. 

Saturday,  August  16 

The  ministerium  reconvened  at  7:30  a.m., 
with  Ralph  Colburn  leading  the  prayer  session. 
Following  a  brief  devotional,  the  ministers  di- 


vided into  smaller  groups  for  prayer. 

The  business  session  was  called  to  order  at 
8:15.  The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were 
read  and  approved  as  corrected. 

Jerry  Young  distributed  the  membership  cards 
to  the  various  districts. 

Jack  Peters  announced  that  a  final  printed 
membership  list  would  be  made  available  to  each 
member.  The  floor  was  opened  to  final  additions 
and  corrections. 

The  last  call  for  introductions  of  new  men  to 
the  ministerium  was  made.  Dorian  Kaeppel  was 
introduced. 

Randall  Poyner,  chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Licensure  and  Ordination,  made  a  final  report 
on  the  work  of  the  committee.  Discussion  and 
questions  followed  the  report.  The  ministers 
were  encouraged  to  make  further  study  of  the 
recommendations  submitted  by  the  committee. 
The  need  for  licensure  and  ordination  policies  re- 
lating to  men  coming  from  other  denominations 
was  emphasized. 

The  Director  of  Development  for  Grace  Col- 
lege, Richard  Messner,  reported  on  the  ministry 
of  Grace  Schools. 

The  newly  elected  officers  for  the  year  1969- 
70  were  introduced,  and  our  new  Chairman, 
George  Peek,  led  the  ministerium  in  prayer. 

Following  a  praise  and  prayer  service,  Dr.  Jack 
Hyles  brought  his  second  message  on  the  subject, 
"The  Purpose  of  the  Church." 

The  meeting  was  closed  with  announcements 
and  prayer. 

Saturday  Afternoon,  August  16 

The  ministerium  reconvened  in  room  110  of 
the  college  classroom  building  at  2:00  p.m.  After 
prayer,  Jerry  Young  presented  the  question  of 
continuing  study  commissions.  Reaction  of  the 
ministers  toward  the  program  was  requested.  It 
was  moved  that  we  continue  the  study  com- 
missions at  our  national  ministerium  meetings. 

The  chairman  presented  the  suggestion  of  a 
frequent  newsletter,  to  inform  our  members  of 
current  news  items  relating  to  the  membership. 
Discussion  followed.  It  was  moved  that  a  com- 
mittee be  formed,  composed  of  James  Dixon, 
chm.,  Clyde  Landrum  and  Homer  Kent,  Sr.,  to 
study  the  matter  of  a  newsletter  and  implement 
plans  for  its  iniliation. 

Dale  Hostetler  presented  a  report  of  our  in- 
come and  expenses  during  the  preceding  year. 

The  report  of  the  So.  Calif.-Ariz.  District 
ministerium  committee  on  race  relations  was 
presented  for  our  consideration  and  discussion. 
It  was  moved  that  items  B  through  E  of  the 
recommendations  in  the  report  be  adopted.  It 
was  also  moved  that  a  group  of  five  be  appointed 
by  the  chair  to  study  and  refer  back  to  this  group 
a  standard  procedure  for  transferring  men  from 
one  district  to  another  within  our  national  minis- 
terium and  also  recommend  a  standard  procedure 
for  bringing  licensed  or  ordained  men  from  other 
denominations  into  our  Fellowship  and  minis- 
terium. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were 
read  along  with  the  minutes  of  this  meeting. 
The  meeting  was  closed  with  prayer.

Two  of  the  National  Fellowship  of  Brethren 
Laymen's  scholarships  of  $250.00  each  will  be 
awarded  by  Grace  College  at  the  beginning  of  the 
1970  school  year  to  two  Brethren  boys  entering 
Grace  College  with  the  intent  to  train  for  full- 
time  Christian  service  such  as  pastors,  missionaries 
and  teachers  planning  to  teach  in  Christian  Day 
Schools.  This  past  year  five  $100.00  scholarships 
were  awarded  to  five  students  entering  Grace 
College.  These  scholarships  are  provided  from 
the  interest  from  the  money  we  have  invested 
with  the  Brethren  Investment  Foundation.

The  design  includes  the  cross, 
the  circle  (representing  eternity),  an  area  tapering  tc 
an  apex  (suggesting  Brethren  churches),  with  the  whole 
resting  upon  the  foundation  of  the  Word  of  God  (the 
Bible).  The  initials  NFBC  (National  Fellowship  of 
Brethren  Churches)  complete  the  drawing. 


The  National  Fellowship 

We  of  the  National  Fellowship  of  Brethren 
Churches,  in  haimony  with  our  historic  position,  be- 
lieving the  Bible,  the  whole  Bible,  and  nothing  but  the 
Bible  to  be  our  infallible  rule  of  faith  and  of  practice, 
and  feeling  our  responsibility  to  make  known  the 
divine  message  of  the  Bible,  present  the  following 
articles  as  a  statement  of  those  basic  truths  taught  in 
the  Bible  which  are  common  to  our  Christian  faith 
and  practice: 

1.  THE  BIBLE:  the  Word  of  God,  the  sixty-six 
Books  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments,  verbally 
inspired  in  all  parts,  and  therefore  wholly  with- 
out error  as  originally  given  of  God  (II  Tim.  3:16; 
II  Peter  1:21). 

2.  THE  ONE  TRUE  GOD:  existing  eternally  as 
three  persons-the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy 
Spirit  (Luke  3:22;  Matt.  28: 19;  II  Cor.  13:14). 

3.  THE  LORD  JESUS  CHRIST:  His  preexistence 
and  deity  (John  1:1-3),  incarnation  by  virgin  birth 
(John  1:14;  Matt.  1:18-23),  sinless  life  (Heb. 
4:15),  substitutionary  death  (II  Cor.  5:21), 
bodily  resurrection  (Luke  24:36-43),  ascension 
into  heaven  and  present  ministry  (Heb.  4: 14-16), 
and  coming  again  (Acts  1:11). 

4.  THE  HOLY  SPIRIT:  His  personality  (John 
16:7-15);  and  deity  (Acts  5:34);  and  His  work 
in  each  believer:  baptism  and  indwelling  at  the 
moment  of  regeneration  (I  Cor.  12:13;  Rom. 
8:9);  and  filling  (Eph.  5:18)  to  empower  for 
Christian  life  and  service  (Eph.  3:16;  Acts  1:8; 
Gal.  5:22-23). 

5.  MAN:  his  direct  creation  in  the  image  of  God 
(Gen.  1:26-28),  his  subsequent  fall  into  sin  re- 
sulting in  spiritual  death  (Gen.  3:1-24;  Rom. 
5:12),  and  the  necessity  of  the  new  birth  for  his 
salvation  (John  3:3-5). 

6.  SALVATION:  a  complete  and  eternal  salvation 
by  God's  grace  alone,  received  as  the  gift  of  God 
through  personal  faith  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
and  His  finished  work  (Eph.  2:8-9;  Titus  3:5-6; 
I  Peter  1:18-19). 

7.  THE  CHURCH:  one  true  Church,  the  body  and 
bride  of  Christ  (Eph.  1:22-23;  5:25-32),  com- 
posed of  all  true  believers  of  the  present  age  (I 
Cor.  12:12-13);  and  the  organization  of  its  mem-

bers  in  local  churches  for  worship,  for  edification 
of  believers,  and  for  world-wide  gospe!  v/itness, 
each  local  church  being  autonomous  but  cooper- 
ating in  fellowship  and  work  (Eph.  4:11-1 6). 

8.  CHRISTIAN  LIFE:  a  life  of  righteousness,  good 
works,  and  separation  unto  God  from  the  evil 
ways  of  the  world  (Rom.  12:1-2),  manifested  by 
speaking  the  truth  (James  5: 12),  maintaining  the 
sanctity  of  the  home  (Eph.  5:22-6:4),  settling 
differences  between  Christians  in  accordance 
with  the  Word  of  God  (I  Cor.  6: 1-8),  not  engaging 
in  carnal  strife  but  showing  a  Christ-like  attitude 
toward  all  men  (Rom.  12:17-21),  exhibiting  the 
fruit  of  the  Spirit  (Gal.  5:22-23),  and  maintaining 
a  life  of  prayer  (Eph.  6:18;  Phil.  4:6),  including 
the  privilege,  when  sick,  of  calling  for  the  elders 
of  the  church  to  pray  and  to  anoint  with  oil  in 
the  name  of  the  Lord  (James  5:13-18). 

9.  ORDINANCES:  the  Christian  should  observe  the 
ordinances  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  which  are 
(1)  baptism  of  believers  by  triune  immersion 
(Matt.  28:19)  and  (2)  the  threefold  communion 
service,  consisting  of  the  washing  of  the  saints' 
feet  (John  13:1-17),  the  Lord's  Supper  (I  Cor. 
11:20-22,  33-34;  Jude  12),  and  the  communion 
of  the  bread  and  the  cup  (I  Cor.  1 1:23-26). 

10.  SATAN:  his  existence  and  personality  as  the 
great  adversary  of  God  and  His  people  (Rev. 
12:1-10),  his  judgment  (John  12:31),  and  final 
doom  (Rev.  20:10). 

11.  SECOND  COMING:  the  personal,  visible,  and 
imminent  return  of  Christ  to  remove  His  Church 
from  the  earth  (\  Thess.  4:16-17)  before  the 
tribulation  (I  Thess.  1:10;  Rev.  3:10).  and  after- 
ward to  descend  with  the  Church  to  establish  His 
millennial  kingdom  upon  the  earth  (Rev.  19-11- 
20:6). 

12.  FUTURE  LIFE:  the  conscious  existence  of  the 
dead  (Phil.  1:21-23;  Luke  16:19-31),  the  resur- 
rection of  the  body  (John  5:28-29),  the  judgment 
and  reward  of  believers  (Rom.  14:10-12;  11  Cor. 
5:10),  the  judgment  and  condemnation  of  un- 
believers (Rev.  20:11-15),  the  etneral  life  of  the 
saved  (John  3:16),  and  the  eternal  punishment 
of  the  lost  (Matt.  25:46;  Rev.  20:15).
